HE AMERICAN 

was organized in 1816 and the “sole 
object,” as stated in its Constitution, was 
“to encourage a wider circulation of the 
Holy Scriptures without note or com- 
ment ... The only copies in the English 
manne to be circulated by the Society

ston, 
This stipulation, “without note or 
comment,” may have been adopted in 
view of the trouble which the British 
Bible Society of the time was having 
with Modernist schemers on the Conti- 
nent. These gentlemen were issuing 
Scriptures with heretical notes and bind- 
ing them with the Apocrypha. 


Fifty thousand copies of the Bible 
with an infidel preface by Professor 
Haffner of Strassburg were sent out 
before the coup was discovered. The 
Heidelberg rationalist, Dr. Paulus, was 
active in one of these perverted socie- 
ties, as were rationalists of Geneva in 
another. And the unwitting Christian 
public in Britain was paying the bill! 


In 1881, amendment was made to the 
Constitution of the American Bible So- 
ciety to allow the distribution of the 
(English) Revised Version and in 1910 
to give similar status to the American 
Standard Version of 1901. These were 
honest revisions of the Authorized Ver- 
sion of 1611, even if the modifications 
in their prose excited the derisive scorn 
of such an erudite as Dean Burgeon. 


At the 135th Annual Meeting of the 
Board of Managers, May 10, 1951, the 
Constitution was again amended upon 
recommendation of the Versions Com- 
mittee, thus adding another Version to 


the permitted number. The Rev. Dr. | 


John Sutherland Bonnell led the devo- 
tions — the meeting opening with the 
hymn, “O Word of God_ Incarnate,” 
including its proud line, “O Truth un 
changed, unchanging.” The Bible 
lection read was from the beautiful 
eighth chapter of Deuteronomy. More 
appropriate, some might think, would

have been the admonition a little pre- 
vious (in Deuteronomy 4:1), “Ye shall 
not add unto the word which I com- 
mand you, neither shall ye diminish 
ought from it.” 


What was this new Version, deemed 
important enough to require a constitu- 
tional amendment? None other than 
the Revised Standard Version which 
has, during recent weeks, become the 
storm center of a raging controversy. 
The Society amended its Constitution 
in 1951 to make possible the distribu- 
tion of the Revised Standard Version’s 
New Testament, which preceeded by 
five years the whole edition of this Bible 
in September 1952. 


MEN WHO WORKED 
ON THE NEW BIBLE 


The Board of Managers acted on 
the recommendation of the Versions 
Committee. Six weeks before this re- 
commendation was made, two new mem- 
bers were added to the Committee, one 
of them Dr. Clarence T. Craig, himself 
one of the Revised Standard Version 
Revisers. Another member of the Ver- 
sions Committee, Dr. F. C. Grant, was 
also a Reviser. Both men are theolo- 
gical Modernists and left-wing critics. 


Dr. Craig, in his “The Beginnings 
of Christianity” (p. 24), says regard- 
ing the death of John the Baptist, 
“Clearly we have to do with a popu- 
lar legend.” 

Of the Virgin Birth, he affirms, “We 


are not in position to trace just how, 
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in certain circles of Hellenistic Juda- 
ism, a belief in the Virgin Birth of the 
Messiah originated” (p. 208). Again 
he asks, “How early was Jesus called 
‘the Lord’?” and answers, “Luke put 
the term in the mouth of Peter at his 
first sermon but it is unlikely that it 
began that early” (p. 209). 


Writing in “Christendom,” Dr. Craig, 
at the time teaching in Oberlin, re 
marked: “Popular piety will always 
take religious satisfaction in the mytho- 
logical representations in the New Tes- 
tament ... The essence of New Testa- 
ment Christology is not to be found 
in the myths of a pre-existent heavenly 
being” (pp. 20, 21). Dr. Craig means, 
of course, that the Word mentioned in 
the first chapter of John’s Gospel, was 
not in the beginning with God, that the 
Lamb was not slain from the founda- 
tion of the world, and that Christ was 
not in the form of God, or equal with 
God, before His earthly life. 


This is Unitarianism and Dr. Craig 
has a virtual life-appointment on the 
committee of the American Bible So- 
ciety which passes on all Versions! One 
wonders who nominated him to this im- 
portant post. Certainly it was done 
without protest from Dr. North, the 
Executive Secretary, whose theological 
training was received at Modernist 
Union Theological Seminary, New 
York. 


The International Council of Reli- 
gious Education had its early roots in 
the Religious Education Association, a 
conglomerate of theological liberals, 
Unitarians, Jews and free-thinkers. It 
was founded by Dr. W. R. Harper, 
president of the University of Chicago, 
his end in view having been to popu- 
larize radical Biblical criticism in the 
Sunday Schools. 


The earnest, useful, evangelical Sun- 
day School Association was “captured,” 
and for a generation the International 
Council of Religious Education has

He hews to the line, lets the chips fall 
where they will, and places the respon- 
sibility squarely where it belongs ...

No group of human beings could be 
as dumb, as the decisions of State De- 
partment officials, suggest. This leaves 
but one alternate thought — namely, an 
abiding suspicion that reds, clothed with 
the authority of our Government, organ- 
ized and promoted a conspiracy on the 
Korean peninsula to stabilize Commu- 
nism in the Orient ... with Japan as the 
next target. 


Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
gave Moscow an all-clear signal to at- 





‘tack from North Korea on June 12, 
1950 when he stated publicly, “Our 
defensive perimeter runs along the 
Aleutians to Japan and then goes to the 
Ryukyus.” 

This meant that Korea had _ been 
abandoned. The Communist forces 
rolled south a few days later. 


Owen Lattimore, an architect of 
American foreign policy in Asia, had 
previously sent a memorandum to the 
State Department suggesting that South 
Korea be allowed “to fall without 
making it look as if the United States 
had pushed it.”

Acheson had become Stalin’s paid 
representative in the United States even 
before Roosevelt extended diplomatic 
recognition to the Soviet Union. When 
Maxim Latvinoff-Finkelstein came to 
this country in 1933 to receive New 
Deal favors, Acheson, as an officially 
paid agent of Moscow, was constantly 
at his side. 


Stalin’s other legal representative in 
this part of the world was Lee Press- 
man, who receatly admitted member- 
ship in the Communist Party. The ques- 
tion has never been put to Acheson 
under oath. The third member of the 
trio, who served for years in a closely 
knit relationship, was Alger Hiss. 


President Truman called a group 
together at the Blair House on the 
night of June 25, 1950, a few hours 
after the red army of North Korea 
struck. Communist operators inside the 
New Deal were being mercilessly ex- 
posed at the time by Senator Mc- 
Carthy and others. 


This forced the administration into 
taking a stand. Dean Acheson, the least 
expected one in the huddle to demand 
immediate action by American armed 
forces, assumed this attitude. 


He knew, of course, that the forces 
available to General MacArthur were 
hopelessly outnumbered. Defeat ap- 
peared certain under this seeming 
handicap. Such a humiliating exper- 
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ience would have brought the General’s 
military career to an end. It would have 
also removed the principal deterrent 
to Communism in the Orient. 


If these considerations motivated 
Acheson’s strange decision, the weeks 
that followed showed how completely 
he underrated General MacArthur’s 
military genius. 


Parents, wives and sweethearts of 
the tens of thousands of American boys 
maimed and killed on the blood-soaked 
battlefields of Korea, know whom to 
blame. 


The foregoing recitation of facts is 
necessary to properly evaluate Mr. 
Caldwell’s Story. He points an accusing 
finger at the State Department and says: 
“We have betrayed these (Korean) 
people.”

“MNHE KOREA STORY” begins with a 


chronology of events, outlining 
American participation in Korean af- 
fairs: 


September 8, 1945 — American 
troops landed on the peninsula. Rus- 
sian armies entered Korea two weeks 
earlier and pushed south of the 38th 
Parallel in order to loot before the 
Americans arrived. 


A United States and Russian Joint 
Commission, met through 1946-47, try- 
ing to solve the problem of Korea’s in- 
dependence. When talks failed, a United 
Nations Commission arrived in Jan- 


uary, 1948. 


May 10, 1948 — First electios was 
held in South Korea, supervised by 
United Nations, after Russians had re- 
fused to release their grip on the North. 


July, 1948 -— National Assembly 
met in South to adopt Constitution and 
elect Dr. Syngman Rhee first president. 


August 15, 1948 — Republic of 
Korea was officially proclaimed. Amer- 
ican troops began withdrawal and the 
State Department at Washington took 
over responsibility from the United 
States Army. 

January 1, 1949 — American Mission 
in Korea, appointed by the State De- 
partment, started directing all of our 
Country’s affairs in Korea, with am- 
bassador J. J. Muccio, a New Deal left- 
ist, in charge. 

June 29, 1949 — The last American 


troops were withdrawn, leaving behind 
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a 500-man Military Advisory Group, 
under direction of the ambassador. 


June 25, 1950 — North Korean in- 
vasion began. 


The story vividly highlighted in Mr. 
Caldwell’s book is bracketed between 
1945 and June 25, 1950. He displays a 
warm sympathy for, and understanding 
of, the Korean people. 


As occupant of a powerful post in 
the United States Army’s information 
program, he helped prepare and super- 
vise the elections of May 10, 1948. 
When the occupation ended in August 
of that year, he crossed over to the 
State Department’s Mission ... and for 
these reasons is able to write as an eye- 
witness of developments which have 
seemed so bewildering to persons re- 
siding in the far-away United States. 


He brings Korea close to the readers. 
Names, dates and places on the map 
take on a new and familiar meaning. 


AMERICANS IN GOVERNMENT 
SERVICE ABROAD 


“To a foreigner,” says Mr. Caldwell, 
“it is the Foreign Service of our De- 
partment of State, from humblest clerk 
to ambassador, which stands for Amer- 
ica. In his or her daily life, the clerk or 
stenographer wil! make friends or ene- 
mies for America. Regardless of the 
merit of our product, the final accep- 
tance of it will depend upon the people 
who carry it abroad. 


“One of the most serious mistakes of 
the State Department is its failure to 
impress upon iis personnel the inevi- 
table consequences of their individual 
actions. Enormous attention is paid 
to policy, with little conception that 
people are policy.” 

Gross stupidity and dereliction of 
duty concerning the personal conduct 
of its employees characterized the 
whole State Department operation in 
Korea. Behavior on the part of Ameri- 
can Mission staff members became a 
disgrace to foreign diplomatic service. 
Many showed open dislike of Koreans. 
Snobbery existed on all sides. Few ex- 
tended their social life beyond an inti- 
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mate circle of cocktail parties and 
rounds of the embassy bars. 


Koreans who came in contact with the 
sprawling Mission found it difficult to 
understand how such people could 
officially represent a “Christian” na- 
tion. Drinking was a major problem in 
a country where abstinence or ex- 
treme moderation ruled. 


The average Korean, employed by a 
United States government agency re. 
ceived pay which “amounted to about 
$3.00 a month.” Sixty members of the 
American Mission received in excess of 
$10,000 annually. 


Splendid homes, palatial hotels, roof 
gardens, bars, lounges, automobiles, 
free taxis, servants, beauty shops, 
liquor stores — “appearances indicated 
that the Americans were doing quite 
well for themselves, thank you.” All 
this in the midst of abject Korean 
poverty. No wonder the American dip- 
lomatic program failed to reach the 
hearts of the Korean people. 


Korean officials tried at first to keep 
up with the expensive precedents set by 
the Americans. But their funds were 
small, and liquor was not tax-free to 
them, as it was to representatives of the 
United States. President Syngman Rhee, 
a Christian, finally ordered Korean 
officials to entertain only with Coca 
Cola and cookies. 


Reports of American looseness reach- 
ed Washington, and a Foreign Service 
inspector was assigned to make an in- 
vestigation. He “spent several months 
in Seoul and was duly entertained. On 
one memorable occasion he passed out 
in the Ambassador’s parlor. But he re- 
ported he saw no evidence of excessive 
drinking.” 

At one point in his chronicle, Mr. 
Caldwell gives a description of what he 
considers a more or less typical member 
of the State Department team in Korea: 


“He is more often than not an officer 
with no training at all in the language, 
customs, history, or temperament of 
the country in which he is serving. He 
may, and probably does, regard the 
Koreans as ‘gooks,’ looking with dis- 
dain upon them. He may be an alco- 
holic or a homosexual, or he may, as 
has happened in several cases, have a 
criminal record.” 


In the light of the foregoing por- 
trayal, it is not surprising to read 
later in the book of “the high-ranking 
embassy official who had been support- 
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ing the number one Communist spy in 
South Korea.” This official even sup- 
plied his mistress with shortwave radio 
equipment, so she could send messages 
to Communists in the North! A child 
born from this association was almost 
adopted by an American couple when 
North Koreans interfered. 


In the description of the invasion of 
Seoul, we read: “On a hillside at the 
edge of town, an execution was taking 
place. Mata Hari, mistress of the Amer- 
ican official, met her death at the hands 
of a South Korean firing squad just as 
the Communist tanks began to roll into 
Seoul.” 


The foregoing comprises only a 
glance at the detailed story which Mr. 
Caldwell unravels as an eye-witness to 
a chain of sickening events — events 
which made possible, and led up to, the 
holocaust in which the flower of Ameri- 
can manhood is now perishing. 


During all this time, South Koreans 
were being steadily bombarded with 
Communist propaganda, charging that 
Americans were no good, a weak and 
inferior type of people. Mr. Caldwell 
says: 


“I heard over and over again the 
story of what Communism teaches 
about America. I talked to people who 
were actually frightened when they saw 
me, an American. I learned that we are 
described as a brutal, corrupt people, a 
people having uo right to a place of 
power in the world. I learned that in or- 
der to have what the Communists call 
world peace, America as a power must 
be destroyed. I learned how the good 
things we do are distorted and turned 
against us, and how the failures of our 
democracy are used, told over and over 
again, added to, und embroidered upon, 
to convey a picture of us as a truly des- 
picable, cruel, 2nd imperialistic nation. 


“IT heard from the lips of scores of 
Christians what had happened to their 
churches and their pastors. I learned 
that the Communists tell their people 
that Christianity is nothing but an agen- 
cy of American imperialism and must 
be stamped out in its present form. I 
heard of whole congregations either 
liquidated or driven underground or 
into exile.” 


SEOUL, JUNE 25, 1950 


Saturday, June 24, 1950 witnessed 
the end of another week at Seoul, the 
capital city, where practically the en- 
tire American Mission staff remained 
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concentrated. On the surface, things 
seemed quiet. 

John Foster Dulles had just left, with 
proper courtesies, after a short visit to 
the colony. Staff members wer pre- 
paring for their usual week-end spree. 


While Seoul relaxed, the Communist 
armies had chosen 4:00 A.M. as zero 
hour to pour across the 38th Parallel. 
In a matter of hours, they captured 
two cities without resistance “where 
Dulles had viewed naught but peace 
and quiet a few days before.” 


Ambassador Muccio had _ permitted 
American Intelligence to deteriorate 
along the Parallel so that no one knew 
what the Communists were planning. 
The current issue of Time magazine as- 
sured the reading public in the United 
States that everything was fine in Korea. 
Mr. Muccio was doing a wonderful 
job! Drew Pearson had been for weeks 
carrying on smear attacks against Presi- 
dent Syngman Rhee, to weaken him be- 
fore the Amerizan public. 


Through the Voice of America, the 
South Korean pecple had been assured, 
again and again, that the United States 
Government wis delivering enormous 
amounts of military equipment—which 
Mr. Caldwell shows to be a barefaced 
lie. True. Congress appropriated 
money for this purpose, but reds in the 
State Department succeeded in blocking 
the shipments. 


The first information that Mr. and 
Mrs. Caldwell received regarding the 
invasion, came through a telephone call 
from a neighbor, suggesting that the 
two men, with their families, leave at 
once for the south. 

“It was not until four o’ clock 
Sunday afternoon that Ambassador 
John Muccio made his first public state- 
ment, broadcast over WVTP, the em- 
bassy’s radio station. He told us there 
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was no reason to be concerned, the 
South Korean Army had already con- 
tained the attack. (There had as yet 
been practically no contact between the 
two forces, and the North Korean tanks 
were advancing at will.)” Page 167. 


On page 169, Mr. Caldwell gives the 
following report of what happened a 
few hours later: 


“There are those who say that Am- 
bassador Muccio was to the last ditch 
against leaving Seoul, who quote him as 
saying that even if the Communists did 
succeed in taking the city there need be 
no great alarm since diplomats would 
be treated as diplomats according to 
the laws of civilized nations. Yet, when 
we did evacuale, our exodus was so 
hasty and chaotic, so awkward and con- 
fused, that no effort was. made to sal- 
vage or give to the Korean Army the 
fifteen hundred American vehicles in 
Seoul. 


“The only vehicles saved were those 
attached to the embassy fire department 
and this because the Korean firemen 
took matters into their own hands and 
drove them three hundred miles south 
to safety. Twenty-two thousand gallons 
of gasoline were left in the embassy 
motor pool. A hundred thousand dol- 
lars worth of food was abandoned in 
the embassy commissary. Forty thou- 
sand dollars worth of liquor (the July 
quota!) had just arrived and remained 
in the embassy bars and the embassy 
liquor store. Lost personal effects have 
been valued at $4,500,000 and claims 
totaling this amount are now before 
Congress. 


“Most terrible of all, most heart- 
rending, we left behind as we fled pre- 
cipitately in the gray dawn of Tuesday 
morning, June 27, five thousand South 
Korean employees of the embassy, with 
their personnel records untouched. We

had destroyed our own confidential pa- 
pers in a hugh bonfire, but somehow the 
dossiers of our faithful workers had 
been overlooked and remained to be 
used as a ready-made list for persecu- 
tion and execution. 


“The persecution began on Wednes- 
day, the 28th, and continued through 
the summer months of 1950. The num- 
ber of drivers, houseboys, translators, 
interpreters, secretaries, who have been 
killed will never be known, or where 
and how they perished.” 


MISSIONARIES AND KOREAN 
CHRISTIANS 


Mr. Caldwell deserves the thanks of 
Christians everywhere for the reservoir 
of information contained in the twelfth 
chapter of his book entitled, “The Mis- 
sionary Story.” Foreign missions had 
been encouraged for decades in Korea, 
with the result that a strong native 
church came to exist. 


From the Yalu River to Pusan could 
be found hospitals, colleges, universi- 
ties and churches built by missionaries 
and their converts. In Seoul alone there 
were 290 Protestant churches, while 
Pyongyang, capital of Communist 
North Korea, once accommodated forty 
thousand believers. 


Korean Christians were deeply sin- 
cere, motivated by the highest ideals of 
holy living. The Sabbath, for instance, 
was regarded by them as a day of wor- 
ship, in which to avoid unnecessary 
travel, toil and worldly pleasure. 


These people became a natural under- 
ground and spiritual resistance move- 
ment throughout North Korea and in 
areas south of the Parallel where the 
reds gained control. What they have 
suffered comprises one of the darkest 
chapters in the history of Christ’s 
Church on earth. 


We read: “Since the 1880’s, when the 
Underwoods and Appenzellers arrived 
in Korea to begin their teaching, mis- 
sionaries have been laying the ground- 
work for the adoption of Western stan- 
dards of government, economy, and 
religion.” 


Missionaries were given encourage- 
ment by the Military Occupation which 
ended the early part of 1949. It was ex- 
pected that this attitude would be con- 





tinued under the American Mission 
headed by Muccio and directed from 
Washington — but the exact opposite 
proved to be the case. Christ’s cause was 
either ignored or its operations dis- 
psc and restricted. 


In the years immediately following 
World War II, the United States Army 
exercised such authority in Japan, 
Korea, Okinawa, the Philippines, parts 
of China and Formosa as to determine 
the local way of life. 


Mr. Caldwell explains: “The Army 
(or the Navy) controlled — and 
transportation; Army post offices func- 
tioned for months and even years while 
native postal systems were being reha- 
bilitated. The Army PX, the commis- 
sary, Army-marked jeeps, all became a 
part of the Orient. Americans used 
military script as currency throughout 
much of the Orient. This was true in 
Korea until the Communist invasion 
even though Korea had been an inde- 
pendent nation for nearly two years. 


“Economic conditions being as they 
were, all Americans were dependent 
upon the Army for logistic support, and 
this included the missionaries. For in- 
stance, no missionary could return to 
Korea or Japan without Army permis- 
sion. His trip back was made on an 
Army transport, and when he arrived 
in Korea he had practically the status 
of a civilian employee of the army. But 
the missionaries were grateful for such 
status and often reciprocated by pro- 
viding the Army with missionary hous- 
ing. The life of missionaries in postwar 
Korea would have been difficult indeed 
without the PX, the APO and the com- 
missionary. 

“Fundamentally, economic conditions 
had not changed greatly when the State 
Department took over in Korea ... Yet 
one of the first actions of the Depart- 
ment of State was to take all Army 
privileges away from the missionaries.” 




















Mr. Caldwell goes on to explain 
that Muccio’s organization gave full 
cooperation to all other groups, in- 
julian the representatives of various 
nations stationed in Korea — but the 
missionaries were left to endure hard- 
ship and fend for themselves. 


“Of all our leaders in the Far East, 
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only General Douglas MacArthur con- 
sidered missionary work of crucial val- 
ue to American prestige and position.” 


* * * 


JOHN C. CALDWELL has given his 

Country a vivid picture of degene- 
rate United States acelin Service in 
Korea. And a reading of his book con- 
vinces one that this degeneracy pro- 
duced the state of weakness which in- 
vited attack from the North. 


Had the American Mission to Korea 
operated along true American lines, the 
reds would never have dared to pour 
across the Parallel. But the Author be- 
lieves that State Department standards 
abroad can be improved and moral 
losses retrieved: 


“It is quite true that people abroad 
are prone to let go, being far from 
native haunts where their behavior may 
be seen and judged. This tendency is 
greatly increased when they are free to 
live beyond themselves on the generos- 
ity of the American taxpayer. 


“Nevertheless, I cannot believe that 
the spiritual senses of the men and 
women of the United States have become 
so dulled by materialism that they are 
impervious to the call of responsibility, 
of honor, of courage, which are de- 
manded by the hazards and adventures 
of this new kind of pioneering.” 


The facts released in “The Korea 
Story” are finding their way into the 
thinking of millions of Americans. 
These people are looking to Dwight 
Eisenhower for results. They will not 
be satisfied with anything less than 
liquidation of Communism in the 
Orient, particularly Korea. 


If he can’t deliver, then they will 
expect him to send General MacArthur 
back to finish the job which Acheson 
and Truman interrupted!

The True Israel Of God 
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HE PHRASE, “Israel of God,” is 
used by the Apostle Paul in Gala- 
tians 6:16... 


“And as many as walk according to 
this rule, peace be on them, and mercy, 
and upon the Israel of God.” 











To whom does this passage refer? 
What is meant by the phrase? Is there 
contained in this expression an infer- 
ence that all who carry the name Israel 
are not “of God?” Who constitute “the 
Israel of God” and who do not? These 
are important questions. The answers 
are readily available in the Word. 


In the Williams Translation of the 
New Testament, published by the 
Moody Press of Chicago and highly re- 
commended by evangelical institutions 
of learning, the entire verse containing 
the reference to the “Israel of God” 
reads like this: 


“Now peace and mercy of God be on 
all who walk by this rule; that is, on the 
true Israel of God.” 


A footnote states that the word “true” 
is “implied in article and context.” 


Let us look at the context. In this 
portion of Scripture we see salvation 
by grace through faith in Jesus Christ 
set forth, in contrast with vain attempts 
to be justified by works. It is obvious 
that the Apostle’s objective was to make 
clear the sufficiency of Christ apart 
from, and reaching beyond, the Law of 
commandments issued to the nation of 
Israel long after “the promise” had 
been given by God to Abraham. 


In a very thorough manner, Paul 
shows the relative position that the Law 
sustained to the covenant which God 
made with Abraham more than four 
centuries before the giving of the Law 
at Sinai — and God’s purpose in doing 
80.

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ABRAHAM'S PROMISE OF 
SALVATION BY CHRIST 


In Galatians 3:16 attention is called 
to the fact that the promise of God to 
Abraham was in reality a promise of 
Christ’s coming: “Now to Abraham 
and his seed were the promises made. 
He saith not, Aad to seeds, as of many; 
but as of one, And to thy seed, which is 


Christ.” 


Basically, therefore, it was a promise 
of salvation in its vast and comprehen- 
sive meaning. Elsewhere in the Apos- 
tle’s writings we learn also that the in- 
heritance, embraced in the promise, is 
an eternal inheritance. This promise of 
a Redeemer was not invalidated, or 
even altered, by the introduction of a 
temporary institution (the Law) which 
served as a “schoolmaster,” pointing 
toward fulfillment of “the promise” 
through Christ, in crder to make pos- 
sible by faith the righteousness which 
the Law demanded. 


It is evident that this divine arrange- 
ment for salvation by grace through 
faith in Jesus Christ takes precedence 
over the Law of Moses because of both 
origin and scope. The promise to Abra- 
ham not only antedates the giving of the 
Law but exceeds the bounds of that 
decalogue, which was directed speci- 
fically to one nation. 


FOR THE WHOLE WORLD 


It should be borne in mind that from 
the beginning God made definite, far- 
reaching plans for the salvation of all 
who would believe in His Son, the 
Lord Jesus Christ. “For God so loved 
the world that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlasting 
life.” 


Paul declared to the Galatians that 
“the gospel” was preached beforehand 
unto Abraham!

“Know ye therefore that they which 
are of faith, the same are the children 
of Abraham. And the scripture, foresee- 
ing that God would justify the heathen 
through faith, preached before the gos- 
pel unto Abraham, saying, In thee shall 
all nations be blessed. So then they 
which be of faith are blessed with 
faithful Abraham ... And if ye be 
Christ’s, then are ye Abraham’s seed, 
and heirs according to the promise.” 
Galatians 3:7-9, 29. 


This certainly reaches far beyond 
claims that might be made for, or by, 
any one particular nation. It is clearly 
seen that any effort to imprison the 
Abrahamic promise within the walls of 
one human nationality, is artificial and 
without the support of Scripture. The 
meaning of the word Israel takes in the 
whole plan of salvation and cannot be 
confined to a single race of people. 


Significant, indeed, is the comment 
of the Saviour Himself regarding Abra- 
ham’s true understanding of God’s 
promise. To those who willfully reject- 
ed Christ while claiming to be “Abra- 
ham’s seed.” He said, “Your father 
Abraham rejoiced to see my day: and 
he saw it, and was glad.” John 8:56. 


ABRAHAM'S SEED NOT PHYSICAL 


The idea and development of a por- 
tion of Abraham’s promised big family 
into a nation consisting of twelve tribes, 
was not an afterthought or an innova- 
tion on the part of God to by-pass the 
rest of mankind. 


The granting of unusual protection 
and blessings to the descendants of 
Jacob could not have been partiality, 
but was the execution of a plan, formu- 
lated before the foundatien of the 
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world, to provide through this family 
and nation (particularly the house of 
David) the virgin-born Saviour with 
salvation for all people who would be- 
lieve in Him, regardless of nationality 
and geographical location. 


Emphatically, the Apostle Paul 
points out that the “Seed” of Abraham, 
to which God specifically referred 
when making His promise, was Christ. 
He states that all are children of God 
by faith in Jesus Christ (Galatians 
3:26), and adds that those who are 
“Christ’s are Abraham’s seed, and heirs 
according to the promise.” Galatians 


3:29. 


ALL BELIEVERS 
CHILDREN OF ABRAHAM 


Presenting the same truth to the 
church at Rome, consisting of both 
Jews and Gentiles, Paul wrote: “For the 
promise, that he should be the heir of 
the world, was not to Abraham, or to 
his seed, through the law, but through 
the righteousness of faith ... Therefore 
it is of faith, that it might be by grace; 
to the end the promise might be sure to 
all the seed; not to that only which is 
of the law, but to that also which is of 
the faith of Abraham; who is the fa- 
ther of us all.” Romans 4:13, 16. 


These illuminating passages, along 
with others, make it plain that the in- 
heritors of the promise made to Abra- 
ham are those who sustain relationship 
to Jesus Christ, regardless of station in 
life or blood relationship to Abraham, 
Isaac and Jacob. “That the blessing of 
Abraham might come on the Gentiles 
through Jesus Christ; that we might 
receive the promise of the Spirit 
through faith.” Galatians 3:14.

Elsewhere in Ephesians we read that 
there is “one body” of which Christ is 
the head, and that through Him by one 
Spirit we “have access unto the Father” 
... “That the Gentiles should be fellow- 
heirs, and of the same body, and par- 
takers of his promise in Christ by the 
gospel.” Ephesians 3:6. 


Quoting again from Ephesians, 4:4-6, 
“There is one body, and one Spirit, 
even as ye are called in one hope of 
your calling; One Lord, one faith, one 
baptism, One God and Father of all. 
who is above all, and through all, and 
in you all.” 

And twice in the first chapter of 


Colossians the same Apostle states that 
this one body of Christ is the Church! 


Abram’s name was changed by God 
to Abraham, meaning the father of a 
multitude, because he believed the 
promise of God that positionally, in 
the realm of faith, he would become 
the father of many nationalities who 
likewise would believe as he did, in the 
promised “Seed” which has proven to 
be none other than Jesus Christ. 


The foregoing is the teaching of the 
Scriptures! 

It is not by physical blood received 
from earthly ancestors or by personal 
merit through keeping the law of 
Moses, but by faith in the blood of 
Jesus Christ, who died for all people of 
all nations that we become inheritors 
of the promise as the “Israel of God.”

Members of the Israelitish nation 
are not barred as inheritors of the 
promise to Abraham, because of any 
lack of love for them by God. They 
have excluded themselves by their un- 
belief. It was so in the time of Moses, 
and the same today. “But with whom 
was he grieved forty years? was it 
not with them that had sinned, whose 
carcases fell in the wilderness? And to 
whom sware he that they should not 
enter into his rest, but to them that 
believed not? So we see that they could 
not enter in because of unbelief.” He- 
brews 3:17-19. 


Physical relationship to Abraham 
does not put one into the kingdom of 
God. This Jesus made plain to Nicode- 
mus. (See John 3:1-21). 


“Though the number of the children 
of Israel be as the sand of the sea, a 
remnant shall be saved.” Romans 9:27. 


Only a remnant! What a pity, since 
Christ brings salvation by grace to all 
who believe! 


“What shall we say then? That the 
Gentiles, which followed not after 
righteousness, even the righteousness 
which is of faith. But Israel, which 
followed after the law of righteousness, 
hath not attained to the law of righeous- 
ness. Wherefore? Because they sought 
it not by faith, but as it were by the 
works of the law. For they stumbled 
at that stumblingstone; As it is written, 
Behold, I lay in Sion a stumblingstone 
and rock of offence: and whosoever 
believeth on him shall not be ashamed.” 
Romans 9:30-33. 


For those who have thus stumbled 
“in unbelief” into a state of exclusion 
from the “peace” and “mercy” be- 
stowed upon the true Israel of God,” we 
have this encouraging word. Such self- 
wrought exclusion by rejection of the 
God-sent messiah need not be perma- 
nent! However, the exclusion will be 
everlasting unless there is repentance to- 
ward God and faith in Jesus Christ.

PHILIPPIANS 
O Bible Study 








PHILIPPIANS is one of four Epistles 

written by the Apostle Paul during 
his imprisonment at Rome. The state- 
ment regarding Caesar’s household, 
(Chapter 4, verse 22) leaves no doubt 
as to the place of origin. 


There were Christians among Nero’s 
slaves and prisoners who naturally felt 
drawn to Paul. Thus, Christianity found 
its way into the very presence of the 
Emperor. 


It stands to reason that the Apostle 
would tell these people about his de- 
voted friends of the Philippian con- 
gregation. They therefore came to know 
them, through him, and sent greetings. 


Philippi was distinctly a Roman city, 
the most important metropolis in east- 
ern Macedonia. It bore the name of the 
monarch Philip, father of Alexander 
the Great, who took the city from 
Thrace. Paul went there during his sec- 
ond missionary visit, in response to 
the vision recorded in Acts 16:9. The 
congregation was organized with a few 
godly women as the charter mewilyers. 


On his third journey he found, to his 
heart’s delight, a strong Church com- 
posed of Gentile believers. No other 
group drew so heavily upon his affec- 
tions. The Epistle is literally a “love 
letter.” in which he pours out his inner- 
most heart. 


The date of the document has not 
been definitely established, but was 
probably A.D. 62 or 64. Its immediate 
— is stated in Philippians 4:10- 
3. 
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Emphasis is placed upon Christian 
experience. Doctrinal integrity is taken 
for granted. There is nothing in this 
Church to require special discipline or 
correction. Things are moving along 
constructively. The assembly is made 
up of “saints in Christ Jesus, with 
bishops and deacons.” 


The placid condition in the congrega- 
tion offered a striking contrast to the 
hectic state in which Paul found him- 
self, as Nero’s prisoner, at the time of 
writing. But the message that he penned 
contained a shout of victory — which 
serves to remind us the Christian joy 
is something that wells up from within, 
and does not depend upon our external 
surroundings. 


Paul possessed inward peace which 
the world could not give or take away. 
“For me to live is Christ, and to die is 
gain.” 


The Epistle falls into four natural 
categories: 


(1) Christ the believer’s life, Chap- 
ter one. (2) Christ the believer’s pattern, 
Chapter two. (3) Christ the believer’s 
object, Chapter three. (4) Christ the 
believer’s strength, Chapter four. 


CHAPTER ONE 


Timothy was with Paul and _ sent 
greetings but had no part in composing 
the Epistle, because the first person 
singular, “I,” appears so often. Con- 
stant use of the word “all” is intentional 
because the entire piece of writing is 
predicated upon the unity of the body 


of Christ. 
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The time had come to develop local 
leadership in the congregations, rather 
than to rely upon direct contact with 
the apostles. It was to be assumed that 
babes in Christ were reaching maturity, 
and would themselves be capable of 
assuming responsibility. Obviously the 
former system could not be continued 
indefinitely. 


The Holy Spirit guided Paul in the 
establishment of orderly Church gov- 
ernment. “Let all things be done decent- 
ly and in order.” I Corinthians 14:40. 


The Philippian congregation was re 
garded as a model at the time of this 
writing. The reference to “bishops and 
deacons” is the earliest mention made 
of these offices. 


There seems to be general agreement 
that bishops gave themselves more to 
internal matters while deacons managed 
external affairs. The plural number 
shows there was more than one member 
to each group. 


Paul knew a crisis was approaching 
and recognized the probability that 
Nero might order his execution. Death 
would assure entrance into the presence 
of Christ, something to be greatly de- 
sired. Acquittal in the courts of Rome, 
would make possible the continuation 
of his labors among the Churches, the 
matter closest to his heart. 


“Assuming that I had the power of 
choice, I could not make up my mind,” 
he seemed to say, “I am in a strait be- 
twixt (perplexed).” Verse 23 refutes 
any notion of the soul being dormant 
after leaving the body. 


CHAPTER TWO 


An earnest appeal is made for con- 
tinued harmony in the Philippian com- 
pany. Other congregations had found 
strife and contention to be costly diver- 
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sions. A premium was to be placed up- 
on Christian humility and unselfish 
consideration for other members of the 
body. 


The Saviour Himself was taken as an 
example. His sevenfold self-humbling 
is described in verses 5 to 8 inclusive. 


Paul felt that he had an investment 
in these people. He wished them to hold 
“forth the word of life,” so he could 
rejoice that his labors had not been “in 
vain.” They were to be as bright 
“lights” shining in a world of moral 
and spiritual darkness. 


“Ye shine,” or show yourselves to be 
luminaries in the world, as the sun and 
moon display themselves in the hea- 
vens. Christ is the “Light of the 
World” and Christians are expected 
to reflect His light. 


The apostle recalled, with grateful 
heart, how that the Philippian Church 
had sent one of their group, Epaphro- 
ditus, seven hundred miles to Rome at 
the time of his arrest. The messenger 
brought money, raised through collec- 
tions. 


While in Rome, Epaphroditus con- 
tracted a dangerous illness, brought 
on by his ministering to the apostle 
(verse 30). This part of the Epistle 
brings into focus the charitable attitude 
which exists quite naturally between 
members of the body of Christ. 


CHAPTER THREE 


This chapter opens with “Finally,” 
not implying a notion of time, but 
rather a transition of thought. An en- 
tirely different subject was to be intro- 


duced. 


Judaizers were appearing in all the 
Churches, corrupting some with false 
and legalistic teachings. “Beware,” says 
Paul; have your eyes open, do not be 
taken in by what they say. Dogs, is a 
strong word, but the apostle uses it, in 
recognition of the filthiness that fol- 
lows in the wake of those teachings, 
once they are accepted. Other congre- 
gations had had that experience. 


Only Christ’s born-again believers 
have the true circumcision, namely, 
that of the heart. “Worship God in the 
spirit (verse 3). Legal worship was out- 
ward, and consisted in external acts, 
restricted to certain times and places. 
Christian worship is spiritual, flowing 
from the inworkings of the Holy Spirit, 
not relating to certain isolated acts, 
but embracing the whole life. 


“Our conversation (citizenship) is in 
heaven.” We are but pilgrims on earth. 
Roman citizenship was highly prized; 
Paul had made use of his to an advan- 


tage in Philippi, at an earlier time, 
when he and Silas were unlawfully 
beaten ... so how much more should 
Christians prize their heavenly citizen- 
ship! 


CHAPTER FOUR 


Paul concludes the Epistle with a 
note of victory, on a high level of 
praise. “Rejoice in the Lord alway,” he 
says, “and again I say, rejoice.” Joy is 
predominant. Faith is triumphant. 
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With anxious care dispelled, “the 
peace of God which passeth all under. 
standing” becomes the Christian’s pre 
cious possession. It “shall keep your 
hearts and minds through Christ Jesus.” 
The picture in the Greek is that of a 
well-garrisoned stronghold. There shall 
be peace secure within, regardless of 
whatever troubles may besiege from 
the outside. 


The catalogue of virtues listed in 
verse 8 reminds one of a cluster of 
jewels. “Whatsoever things are true, 
honest, just, pure, lovely, of good re- 
port; if there be any virtue, and if there 
be any praise, think on these things.” 


These typify the things that fill the 
thought life of those who are in Christ. 
The moral image of God’s Son, fashion- 
ed in the soul of the believer, assures 
spiritual standards utterly foreign and 
unknown to those who follow the lusts 


of the flesh. 


Difficulties dissolve, burdens become 
blessings and difficult paths are made 
smooth, when one is in position to truly 
say with Paul: “I can do all things 
through Christ which strengtheneth

When one speaker asked if 
the audience wished to endorse Hoxsey 
in his efforts to save lives, the response 
was so nearly unanimous that those who 
remained seated for any reason could 
be counted on the fingers.” 


The first major address of the rally 
was delivered by a Dr. Bennett of 
Terre Haute, Indiana. He told of study- 
ing and observing the Hoxsey Method 
and then adopting it as a permanent 
feature of his own medical practice. 
Thereupon he proceeded to present an 
amazing case history. 


“Some 35 years ago,” he said, “there 
developed a small epithelioma cancer 
on the upper right eyelid of Mrs. Nan 
Reed of Farmersburg, Indiana. At 
that time, Aunt Nan, as she was 
known, went to her family doctor, and 
he gave her the kindly advice never to 
bother it until it bothered her. 


“Later this began to show signs of 
irritation. She went to one of the noted 
institutions of the country. It was diag- 
nosed as epithelioma of the lid and 
treated as such. As time went on this 
place broke open; she went back and 
the eye was removed. Later she returned 
again to this institution, and radium 
and X ray were resorted to. The last 
time she was there they advised her to 
return home, that all had been done 
in her case that was to be hoped for. 
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“She returned home and when one of 
my clinic days.ceme, she appeared and 
was asked into the consultation room. 
Dr. Miller and Dr. Hoxsey were there. 
Aunt Nan seated herself in one of the 
old-syle McDonald chairs. Dr. Miller 
went over in front of her, placed his 
hands on the arms of the chair, and 
gazed at her for a while before making 
the examination, after which he said: 
‘All of you boys are going to be sur- 
prised when I tell you that we can cure 
this case.’ 


“Tears began to roll down the one 
cheek of Aunt Nan that was left, as one 
cheek, the entire rose, and one eye were 
gone, and you could see right back into 
Aunt Nan’s head. There were tears in 
the eyes of a number of doctors who 
were in the office at that time, and there 
were tears streaming down the cheeks 
of Aunt Nan’s son. Aunt Nan was treat- 
ed that day, and she had quite a re- 
action because of the amount of tissue 
involved. 


“She returned to Farmersburg, and 
her son stayed with her night and day. 
Oh, if we had more sons like him! He 
never left her at any time. When they 
would ask him to go get some rest, he 
would say, ‘No, Mother might want 
something, and J want to be here to 
serve her to the end.’ 


“T visited her home a number of 
times, and each time I would remove 
dead tissue. At the front of the orbit 
the brain bulged down a half or three- 
quarters of an inch, protruding right 


out into the world where it could plain- 
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ly be seen. At this time we almost gave 
up hope of saving Aunt Nan, but on 
account of the nursing and care she got 
from her son, and with the help of Na- 
ture, the hole was filled in, and Aunt 
Nan is now able to do all her house 
work again. 


“This last week Aunt Nan and her 
son came into my office, and I asked her 
if she would care if I would call in 
some doctors to see her case. She said, 
‘Positively not? — as she was glad to 
let the world see her face and what 
wonderful results the Hoxsey Method 
had brought in her case. 


“So I called in a very prominent eye, 
ear, nose, and throat specialist who has 
an office in the same building with me. 
He came right down. He placed himself 
directly in front of Aunt Nan and 
placed his hands in almost the same 
position that Dr. Miller had placed his. 
He said this was the most remarkable 
case he had ever seen in his life. 


“He asked if he could call his part- 
ner in to see this case. I said, Yes. He 
called his partner by phone, but he was 
busy; he told him regardless of what 
he was doing at the time to come down 
to my office, which he did. He called 
in doctor after doctor, until my office 
was full of doctors. After taking several 
looks, each would say to another, ‘I 
wonder what is in Hoxsey’s powder.’ 


“*And, Dr. Bennett, you say you used 
the powder only one time in this case?’ 


“When I replied, ‘Yes,’ they said it

Following Dr. Bennett’s address a 
number of questions were directed to 
him. One of them, together with its 
answer. deserves particular attention: 


“Dr. Bennett, you said a while ago 
that Mrs. Nan Reed had been treated at 
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a well-known institution. Did she ever 
tell you the name of that institution?” 


“Yes, she said it was the Mayo insti- 
tution in Rochester, Minnesota.”

ARRY M. HOXSEY has had a long 
uphill struggle in his effort to re- 
lieve suffering. Trouble started soon 
after his father’s death, when it became 
known that he intended to carry on. 


Something occurred back in 1924, 
which reflects the pattern of the oppo- 
sition, continued down to the present 
hour. He has had to constantly beat off 
the wolves of entrenched jealousy, sel- 
fishness and greed. 


His conflict in 1924 with Dr. Mal- 
colm Harris, who was then President of 
the American Medical Association, il- 
lustrates the methods used to keep the 
treatment from reaching suffering man- 


kind: 


In March of that year, Dr. Hoxsey 
received a long distance telephone call 
at Taylorville from a man named L. 
Everhard, in Chicago, saying that Dr. 
Harris wished to see him. A condensa- 
tion of the compiled record follows. 
explaining what happened. 


We read: “Mr. Everhard told Dr. 
Harris that he believed the Hoxsey 
treatment would cure cancer. Mr. Ever- 
hard was advised to have Harry Hoxsey 
in Chicago the next morning at 8:00 
at Alexian Brothers Hospital, that 
Dr. Harris would turn a case of 
cancer over to him, and that if Hoxsey 
effected a cure, he would see that the 
world knew about it in less than thirty 
days. 


“Messrs. Hoxsey and Everhard ap- 
peared at the Alexian Brothers Hospital 
at the stated time and met Dr. Harris, 
who then said he would not turn over 
a case having a possibility of a cure, but 
would turn over an incurable case, 
would watch the reaction from the Hox- 
sey treatment, and if it did not hasten 
the end, would turn over 25 or 30 cases 
for treatment.” 


Sergeant Thomas Mannix of the Chi- 
cago police department, was the patient 
selected. After a brief period of treat- 
ment by the Hoxsey Method, the cancer 
on his shoulder was lifted out of the 
hole which it had created. 


“Dr. Harris called Dr. Hoxsey to his 
office and told him what had been ac- 
complished was the greatest miracle he 
had ever seen during his entire practice. 
He presented a long contract, the terms 
of which set forth that Dr. Hoxsey 
agreed to turn over his formulae to Drs. 
Harris and Fishbein, they would use

them for ten years, and at the end of 
the ten years Dr. Hoxsey would get ten 
per cent of the net income. This agree- 
ment Dr. Hoxsey refused to sign. 


“Dr. Harris then called the hospital 
and ordered that neither Dr. Hoxsey 
nor anyone else should be permitted to 
see Sergeant Mannix without further 
orders from him. The Mannix family 
was contacted, and Sergeant Mannix 
was removed to his home, where the 
Hoxsey treatment was continued. In six 
months time the patient was completely 
cured. He returned to police duty as 
Desk Sergeant of Sheffield Avenue Sta- 
tion, his old job. He died ten years later 
at the age of seventy-six of a heart 
condi ion from which he was already 
suffering at the time of the Hoxsey 
treatment.” 


Concerning the Thomas Mannix case, 
Dr. Hoxsey says: 


“The fact that he died ten years after 
Dr. Malcolm Harris had stated he was 
incurable and hopeless, and that he 
died from a heart condition and not of 
cancer, leads us to believe that the 
Hoxsey Method of treatment is far su- 
perior to X ray, radium, and surgery, 
as this was admittedly a death-bed case. 
This case is also proof that Dr. Harris, 
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as President of the American Medical 
Association, did everything he could to 
stop the use of these formulae because 
he could not control nor steal them.” 


Other material available on the 
Thomas Mannix case includes the fol- 
lowing: A photographic history of the 
case consisting of pictures of (1) Ser- 
geant Mannix and the cancer just be- 
fore the Hoxsey treatment was begun, 
(2) the lifting of the cancer from the 
patient’s shoulder a_ relatively short 
time after the Hoxsey Method began to 
be employed, (3) the hole left by the 
cancer partially healed, and (4) the 
hole completely and neatly healed. 


A pathological report from the clin- 
ical laboratories of the Alexian Broth- 
ers Hospital reveals that the microscopi- 
cal finding was basal cell carcinoma. 
Photographic evidence shows that the 
malignancy had gotten into the clavicu- 
lar bone of the shoulder. 


Dr. Hoxsey has said in connection 
with this case: “I was called a ‘notor- 
ious cancer quack.’ I will leave it to 
you to say who was the quack.”

EVERAL THINGS have happened 

during the recent past to strengthen 
Dr. Hoxsey’s position, including the 
winning of a series of important court 
cases (which will be discussed later in 
these columns). 


Two libel suits won against (1) The 
Hearst publications and (2) Morris 
Fishbein, have had a depressing effect 








upon professional smear artists accus- 
tomed to plastering his name with lies. 


A heartening development is the 
strong and favorable action taken in his 
behalf by United States Senator Wil- 
liam E. Langer, of North Dakota. 


The Senator, known around Washin- 
ton, as “a friend of the underdog,” has 
long interested himself in medical mat- 
ters. As Attorney General of North 
Dakota and later as Governor, he help- 
ed make his the leading State of the 
Union in the fight against syphilis. 


Speaking on the floor of the United 
States Senate on May 22, 1951, he 
stated: “I desire to call the attention of 
all Senators to the fact that the Surgeon 
General of the United States has re- 
fused to make an investigation for the 
purpose of determining whether Dr. 
Hoxsey has or has not found a cure for 
cancer.” 


The same day the Senator introduced 
the following resoultion: 


Resolved, That the Committee on 
Labor and Public Welfare or any duly 
authorized subcommittee thereof, is 





authorized and directed (1) to make a 
full and complete study and investiga- 
tion for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether the methods employed by the 
Hoxsey Cancer Clinic, of Dallas, Texas, 
in the treatment of cancer have proved 
to be a cure for such disease, and (2) 
to report to the Senate at the earliest 
practicable date the results of its study 
and investigation together with such 
recommendations as it may deem ad- 
visable.” 


Senator Langer made a trip to Dallas 
a short time later which was reported in 
Morning News of that city as follows: 


“Senator Pays Call On Hoxsey Clinic. 
United States Senator William Langer 
inspected the Hoxsey Cancer Clinic at 
4507 Gaston Avenue Friday in prepara- 
tion for a Senate investigation of Harry 
M. Hoxsey’s widely disputed claim to a 
cure for cancer. 


“Senator Langer, who arrived by 
plane from Chicago, said the forth- 
coming committee hearings would be in 
Washington and Dallas. He said they 
would explore the field of medicine as 
thoroughly as the Kefauver hearings 
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examined crime. Hoxsey said he would 
let his professional reputation stand or 
fall by the results of the investigation. 


“If Hoxsey can cure 80 per cent of 
his cases, then the American public is 
entitled to that knowledge,’ Senator 
Langer said. ‘If on the other hand, the 
Clinic can’t cure cancer, then the public 
is entitled to know that, too.’ He said 
he had been assured by Senator James 
E. Murray of Montana that the com- 
mittee would be called and that sessions 
would be held. The date has not been 
fixed. 

“Senator Langer became interested in 
the Clinic last December when he heard 
Hoxsey deliver a speech to a conven- 
tion of naturopaths in Washington. 
Langer said he asked a Sznate investi- 
gation after reading the testimony in a 
government lawsuit last December to 
keep Hoxsey from sending medicine 
through the mails.” 


Dr. Hoxsey has for years wanted a 
Congressional investigation of both his 
system of treatment and those who are 
trying to keep it from reaching suffer- 
ing humanity ... and there are now in- 
dications that this desire may be re- 
alized in the not distant future.

MONG the thousands of persons 

cured of cancer by the Hoxsey Me- 
thod, is Thomas E. Truman, a first 
cousin of President Harry S. Truman. 
Fortunately for Dr. Hoxsey, his institu- 
tion has complete documentation of all 
cases treated — hospital records, clin- 
ical findings, standard biopsies, etc. His 
comment on the Truman case is as 
follows: 

“Thomas E. Truman, 64, a salesman 
of Waco, Texas. Cancer of the skin.

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BROTHERHOOD 
T THIS TIME when efforts are be- 


ing made to promote “brotherly” re- 
lations between Christians and Jews, a 
basic approach is being ignored. A 
“Brotherhood” dinner was held in Chi- 
cago in December, attended by some 
1,600 persons who pledged $128,566 to 
carry on this work. Benson Ford, vice 
president of the Ford Motor Company, 
was the main speaker. 


But it seems to me that the founda- 
tion of true brotherhood is being over- 
looked. Mutual aims, ideals and ethics 
should be regarded as foundational. 


Whereas the aims, ideals and ethics 
of Christianity are well understood by 
the Jew, the aims, ideals and ethics of 
Judaism are a complete mystery to the 
Christian. To promote a real getting to- 
gether, it therefore behooves the Christ- 
ian to acquaint himself with the “pearls 
of wisdom of the sages,” whose edicts 
and writings form the supreme Scrip- 
ture of the Jewish religion — comprised 
in the Talmud. 


Differences between Orthodox, Con- 
servative and Reform branches of Juda- 
ism are as inconsequential as those be- 
tween Baptists and Methodists or Pres- 
byterians. The founder of Reform Juda- 
ism in this country edited the first Eng- 
lish translation of the Talmud. 


To achieve true brotherhood of aims, 
ideals and ethics, Christians must know 
the tenets of the Jewish religion. They 
must know what the Talmud contains, 
since it is the governing code of Jewry, 
mastered by all rabbis and held su- 
preme in synagogues throughout the 
world. 


The basic doctrine of Judaism is that 
the non-Talmudist ranks as non-human 
and has no legal rights under any code, 
Mosait or otherwise. 


He ranks as one of “the people that 
are like an ass — slaves who are consid- 
ered the property of the master” — says 
the Talmud. The Jewish Encyclopedia, 
under “Gentiles” cites with Talmudic 
documentation the reasons why this re- 
mains now, as always, the governing 
doctrine of Judaism at all times, un- 
less the obvious practice of it jeopardiz- 
es the standing or fortunes of Jews gen- 
erally. Then, it must be concealed or 


denied. 


Otherwise, a non-Talmudist may be 
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killed, raped, lied to, cheated, stolen 
from and otherwise utilized as humans 
utilize the ass. This, Talmudic “Mish- 
na” or laws, set forth in great detail. 
For the first time in history you may 
now check this for yourself. 


Since Jews were a mixed race from 
the beginning, the term “Semites,” ad- 
mittedly, is silly. “Anti-Semitism” 
means anti-Pharisaism. The Christian 
who knows this will be more under- 
standing of the hatred borne for Christ 
by modern Pharisees. Christ’s excoria- 
tions of Pharisaism and all it stands for 
are unequalled for sheer liquid fire by 
any diatribes in history. 


It stands to reason, on reading Mat- 
thew 23, John 8:37-44, etc., that the 
Pharisees were justified in having such 
a firey Opponent crucified, for every 
doctrine, every aim and ethical ideal He 
taught was and is the exact opposite of 
every principle of Pharisaic Judaism. It 
is not strange, as His teaching became 
more prevalent, that the Talmud sages 
decreed not one but five deaths for 
Christ and _ incorporated these in the 
Talmud, which was declared complete, 
500 A.D. Those five deaths are taught 
in every synagogue, Yeshiv and Talmud 
Torah in the world today. 


The Christian who seeks “Brother- 
hood” must therefore discard intoler- 
ance regarding the Talmudic teachings 
on Christ, who is declared a fool, liar, 
bastard son of an adulteress, a “Ba- 
laam” who set up houses of il] fame 
with old women at the doors, young 
women inside to get customers drunk 
until they disrobed as in Baal worship, 
and committed the sex perversions Bala- 
am recommended to pervert the people.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


ERTAIN top level oficials of the 

United States government have con- 
demned the Czechoslovakian trial of 
Rudolph Slansky and his comrades as 
an anti-semitic purge. The irony of 
these condemnations is that prior to 
1949 when Slansky and his comrades 
were the Red rulers of Czechoslovakia, 
and Christians were being slaughtered 
by the thousands, not one word was 
spoken out against the atrocities. 


Slansky and his gang are responsible 


for the death of Jan Masaryk and Ed- 


ails. 











ward Benes. The Slansky gang turned 
the city of Prague into a human slaugh- 
ter house. Christians were dragged from 
their beds, tortured and killed. Some 
were sliced to pieces, bit by bit, or 
branded with hot irons, even poking 
out their eyes to produce untold pain. 
Others were placed in boxes with only 
their heads, hands and legs sticking out. 
Then hungry rats would be placed in 
the boxes to knaw upon their bodies. 


Some were nailed to the ceiling by 
their hands or their feet and left hang. 
ing until they died of exhaustion 
Others were chained to the floor and 
hot lead poured into their mouths, 
Dresses would be ripped from women 
and men of the mob would subject them 
to mass rape. Hundreds were misused 
so many times that they died on the spot 
or were mentally and physically inca- 
pacitated for the rest of their lives. 
Many Christians, forced to dig their 
own graves, were slowly buried alive. It 
was reported that in most villages every 
Christian woman between the ages of 
eight and eighty was subjected to rape 
by the Slansky gang. 


Now that another group of Reds have 
turned on Slansky and his comrades, 
the cry has gone up that the Commun- 
ists have become anti-semitic. This is 
false. I served in the Communist Party 
for years and I was always conscious 
that Communism is the product of the 
Jewish mind and money. If Communists 
were to go anti-semitic they would have 
to kill Stalin’s wife and son-in-law. 
They would have to kill Beria, the in- 
ternational head of the N.K.V.D. They 
would have to kill Lazar Kaganovitch, 
father-in-law of Joseph Stalin and Com- 
missar of Soviet Industries. They would 
have to liquidate two-thirds of the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Communist Inter- 
nationale. Soviet Russia and her satel- 
lites would have to revoke their laws 
which forbid anti-semitism and make it 
a crime punishable by death. 


Here is what Czechoslovakia’s Chief 
Rabbi, Dr. Gustua Sichl, has to say 
about the purge: “I want to make it 
clear that there is no such thing as op- 
pression of the Jewish religion in 
Czechoslovakia. There is not a single 
question in this connection about which 
I have had the slightest complaint. As 
far as the trial is concerned, I would 
just point out that criminals can be of 
Jewish origin as well as non-Jews. For 
the first time in our history there is a 
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definite law in Czechoslovakia forbid- 
ing anti-semitism and declaring an ti- 
semitism a crime.” 


Here is what Rabbi Abba Silver, one 
of the Jewish leaders in America, had 
to say in speaking before 600 per- 
sons at the Broadwood Hotel of Phila- 
delphia: “It is hard to believe that 
Czechoslovakia, our best friend, and the 
Soviet Union, the first to speak up in 
the United Nations for a State of Israel, 
are becoming anti-semitists and anti-Is- 
rael. In my opinion it is too early to 
brand any country anti-semitic.” 


The question now arises, why was 
Rudolph Slansky and his gang execut- 
ed? 


There are today in Russia 2 million 
Jews; in Poland 65 thousand; in Hun- 
gary 160 thousand; in Roumania 335 
thousand. The Kremlin wants _ these 
Jews to remain loyal to their comrades 
who control the Communist Interna- 
tionale. In Communism there can be no 
dual loyalty. Since Israel has been 
made a State by the United Nations 
there have been clashes in Jewish com- 
munities all over the world over wheth- 
er their loyalties should be to Moscow 
or Tel Aviv. Last year this was a major 
issue in the Israeli elections. 


The trial in Czechoslovakia was one 
in which the Jewish Communist leaders 
were exposed for allowing Jewish capi- 
talists to remove large quantities of the 
nation’s wealth to Israeli. This was also 
true of the Roumanian Jewish Com- 
munist leaders. No one knows the Jews 
better than themselves and so a struggle 
is occurring between the _ nationalist 
Communist Jew and the Zionist Com- 
munist Jew. 


To involve us in a war to establis) a 
capital for the Jews, either at Moscow 
or Tel Aviv, would be treason in its 
highest sense. 


For the last 38 years we have watered 
the nations of the world with the blood 
of our Christian sons. We have pitted 
Christian nation against Christian na- 
tion in a bloody conflict under the 
guise of saving the world for Democra- 
cy; and out of it all the Communist Jew 
and the Zionist Jew have been the win- 
ners. Let’s not be duped again. 


In the next Congress these issues will 
hold a prominent position, disguised by 
other names, such as, a fight against the 
McCarran-Walter Bill, 
Bill, and Aid to Israel. It is our duty to 
be alert to these matters and not be led 
blindly to our own destruction. For so 
often the children of this world are wis- 
er than the children of Light.

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CONGRESSMAN WOOD'S 
FINAL STATEMENT 


The American people sustained a 
greater loss than many realize when 
Representative John T. Wood of Idaho 
was defeated for reelection in the last 
national election ... by a narrow mar- 
gin of approximately 400 votes. His 
final statement, written primarily for 
friends back home as he was preparing 
to leave Washington, reads as follows: 





WITHIN a very few days my term of 

office as Congressman from Idaho 
will have expired, and I shall re- 
sume the practice of medicine. I 
tried to do a good job during my term 
of office. I have kept the faith “To sup- 
port and maintain the Constitution of 
the United States against all enemies, 
from within or without this country.” 


The great un-Christian delusion of 
the United Nations is still strongly dom- 
inant within many of the minds of a 
thoroughly confused and heavily pro- 
pagandized people throughout the land. 
May I be permitted to leave this fare- 
well message with you? 


There is no hope for the survival of 
America as a free government, of the 
people, by the people, and for the peo- 
ple, unless we speedily do the following 
things: 


1. Return to fully constitutional gov- 
ernment. 


2. Immediately withdraw from the 
un-Christian, un-godly Communist 
World Government within the United 
Nations. 

3. Speedily work out a financial sys- 
tem based upon sound money, instead 
of the present system of financing debts 
with more debts. 


4. Return to the worship of God ac- 
cording to the faith of the Founding Fa- 
thers. 


5. Regain control of our means of 
communication. 


6. Get rid of subversive elements and 
text-books within our free American 


Public School System. 


7. Return to the basic principle that 
the best interests of America still lie in 
the inherent Spirit of Freedom, under 
God, within the minds and souls of the 
people of America, and not within the 
federal government, which has usurped 
many of the powers it now considers be- 
long to it inherently. 


8. The Sixteenth Amendment must 
be repealed, and some better way be 
found to meet the proper and legitimate 
expenses of the federal government, 
which will not permit it to confiscate 
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your earnings in unjust thievery from 
a helpless citizenry. 


9. A speedy return to the recogni- 
tion that each of the States is sover- 
eign in its domestic affairs, subject only 
to the limitations of invasion of the 
rights of other States, and to the federal 
government in its relations with foreign 
countries. 


10. And finally we must return to the 
knowledge that Freedom is a gift of 
God; that it cannot be bought or sold; 
and that we must rededicate our lives to 
it every new day if we are to keep our 
beloved America free, and transmit its 
torch, still burning brightly, to our chil- 
dren’s children. 


May God bless and keep all of you 
safely. Amen. 


IMMIGRATION 
MMIGRATION regulation has long 


been an American problem. There 
are those who want to open the gates of 
America for hordes of immigrants from 
turbulent and decadent Europe. Then 
there are others who think we have al- 
ready gone too far in opening our por- 
tals for the wrong kind of people. 


The 82nd Congress (1952) was re- 
sponsive to this latter group, and recog- 
nized the present danger, by passing the 
McCarran-Walter omnibus immigration 
and nationality law which erected cer- 
tain safeguards and yet left a liberal 
policy for admittance. 


While the McCarran-Walter bill was 
pending, the fight against it was led by 
Senators Lehman and Humphrey who 
did everything possible to substitute a 
measure of their own which had the 
backing of certain minority group lead- 
ers who have constantly sought to in- 
crease the alien influx into this country. 
Much of the trouble from Communists 
and spies as well as other types of radi- 
cals and criminals has come from this 
source. 


The McCarran-Walter bill to guard 
us against some of the perils that have 
already beset us was enthusiastically 
passed by both Houses of Congress. 
It was promptly vetoed by President 
Truman. Congress immediately slapped 
the Truman veto down thereby putting 
this law on the books to become effec- 
tive December 24, 1952. 


Immediately the bill was passed the 
groups that had been trying to defeat it 
started mobilizing for a crusade to 
force its change. This pressure-fight 
will be carried into the 1953 Congress 
with fury and determination. This is an 
important issue for all to understand. 


—George Washington Robnett 
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made pretense of doing Christian edu- 
cational work. As a result there has 
been a steady decline in its Sunday 
School constituency. Emphasis has been 
on organization and methodology. It 
has been as fruitless and jejune as its 
twin, the Federal Council of Churches. 


The need to give the public some 
justification for its continued existence 
may have led it to take over the copy- 
right of the American Standard Ver- 
sion (1901) from Thomas Nelson and 
Sons and to lay plans for a new and 
not needed Version. Under its aegis, 
a committee of translators was appoint- 
ed. This, in its final phase, was made 
up of three professors from Modern- 
ist Union Seminary, three from equal- 
ly disloyal Yale, one from the Har- 
vard Unitarian Divinity School, one 
from the Chicago Divinity School. A 
final one, Dr. Abdel R. Wentz, could 
fairly be called a conservative. 


All but one deny the plenary inspira- 
tion of Scripture and even its historical 
trustworthiness in many passages. Mof- 
fatt and Goodspeed had each published 
previously his own Version of the New 
Testament. Early translators believed 
in the inspiration of words and trans- 
lated them accordingly. The present 
Revisers do not believe in such inspira- 
tion and their translation is correspond- 
ingly loose. 


The two contentions put forward to 
justify a new revision were, first, the 
vast mass of new material which had 
come to light during the present cen- 
tury bearing on the New Testament; 
secondly, the desirability of having a 
more understandable text. As to the 
first, Dr. Cadbury, himself a Reviser, 
confesses that there is very little new 
material which sheds enough light to 
warrant changes. Not one of the newer 
Versions confines itself to really neces- 
sary changes. 

The New Testament of the Revised 
Standard Version has been out now 
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five years and subjected to considerable 
scrutiny. What has been the verdict? 


FATAL DISCREPANCIES IN THE 
NEW BIBLE 


Its tendency is to undermine verbal 
inspiration of Scripture. One is also re- 
pelled by the fact that, in contradistinc- 
tion to all preceding translations, the 
pronoun “you” is usually applied to 
Christ, that of “Thou” to God. This 
is a subtle way for putting Jesus on a 
purely human plane, unlike God, and 
deters from worship of Him. The teach- 
ing of Fosdick’s “Peril of Worshipping 
Jesus” is in this way endorsed and im- 
bedded in the text of the New Testa- 
ment. It gives to the Word a note of 
irreverence which is banal and even 
repulsive to believers. The Sadducees 
of Christ’s time called him “that one.” 


Not even the apostles while stand- 
ing in the very presence of the risen 
Christ and possessing the full-grown 
faith on the eve of Pentecost, are per- 
mitted in the Revised Standard Version 
to admit His deity by addressing Him 
as “Thou” (Acts 1:6). Not even Saul 
of Tarsus, when he beholds the glori- 
fied Christ revealed from heaven on the 
road to Damascus, is allowed to say 
“Thou” (Acts 9:5). It is “you, you, 
you,” when referring to Christ — 
familiarity without reserve or reverence. 


Don’t say “Thou” in addressing Him! 
His is a name above every name but 
we must not be over-respectful. I once 
heard him called “Joshua ben Joseph” 
in a Boston Unitarian church. That’s 
the “modern” note. 


The Authorized Version, when it in- 
troduces words to make meaning clear- 
er, always prints such insertions in 
italics. This safeguard, the new Bible 
casts away. As a consequence the way 
is made more easy for the entrance of 
arbitrary interpretations. Again the old- 
er Versions do not use quotation marks, 
following Greek precedent. The Re- 
vised Standard Version introduces quo- 
tation marks. By this device they are 
able to define in quotation, and especi- 
ally in John’s Gospel, what they be- 
lieve to be Jesus’ words as distinguished 
from the writer’s. 


Thus the conversation with Nicode- 
mus closes at John 3:15, declaring, in 
so many words, or rather without them, 
that the beloved and imperishable words 
of John 3:16 are not from the mouth 
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of Jesus. “The little Gospel,” as Luther 
called this verse, loses therefore the 
immense authority which the ipsissima 
verba of Christ carry. The translators 
do not explain that this is merely their 


opinion. This procedure is in line with 
the Unitarian effort to denature the su- 
pernatural character of Christ as ex- 
hibited throughout the Gospel of John. 
One of the Revisers, Professor Good- 
speed, has stated that translators should 
translate “not words but ideas” — nat- 
urally their own ideas. 


The King James Version and Amer- 
ican Standard Version translate the 
words of the Centurion, “Truly this 
was the Son of God.” The Revised 
Standard, “Truly this was a son of 
God,” which is allowable from the Greek 
but not from the context. It implies 
that he considered Christ in terms of 
pagan myths. 


So, too, in Hebrews, “God having of 
old time spoken unto the fathers in 
the prophets, hath at the end of these 
days spoken unto us in his Son” (Amer- 
ican Standard Version), becomes in the 
Revised Standard, “by a Son,” which 
is a possible translation; but in the 
light of the whole context of the Old 
and New Testament should be translat- 
ed “in his Son.” In the story of the 
blind man of John 9, the American 
Standard Version has it “Dost thou be- 
lieve on the Son of God?” In the new 
Revised Standard Version it is rendered, 
“Do you believe in the Sen of man?” 


So it goes. In Dr. Oswald T. Allis’ 
“Revision or New Translation?” pub- 
lished in 1948 and extensively used 
in the above discussion, the New Testa 
ment of the Revised Standard Version 
is subjected to minute, verse by verse 
examination and may be commended to 
any wishing to make investigation of 
this Version’s arbitrariness. It inserts 
words, omits words, paraphrases. The 
authors have gone far beyond the limits 
of legitimate revision and made what is 
practically a new translation: They 
have exceeded authority and deserve to 
be repudiated by the church of Jesus 
Christ in the world. 
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For this reason, one can only feel 
that the leaders of the American Bible 
Society, in placing it on a parity with 
the Authorized Version, have been un- 
faithful to the founding fathers of their 
society, to those who have consecrated 
to it their dying bequests in the past, 
and to the great loyal constituency of 
the present time. 





























It should be noted, therefore, that 
Dr. Allis, who has served as a member 
of the Versions Committee for more 
than thirty years, opposed this action 
when the constitutional change was pre- 
sented to the Versions Committee by 
the Board of Managers, and both spoke 
and voted against it at the Annual Meet- 
ing in May when it was adopted. 


OLD VERSION SUPERIOR 
IN EVERY RESPECT 


The jacket in which copies of the 
new Bible are delivered, describes it 
as a “Version of the New Testament 
more accurate in translation than any 
previous and, because of its beautiful 
modern English, more useful, under- 
standable, and pleasurable to the twen- 
tieth century reader.” 


How much truer and more discern- 
ing the estimate of Professor R. C. 
Foster who, after speaking of “the 
resonance of language and the richness 
of literary phrase” of the old Version, 
emphasizes “that mysterious quality 
which came from the faith of the mar- 
tyrs dying for the privilege of giving 
the Word of God to the common people 
in their own language. The unquench- 
able faith of Wycliffe and Tyndale 
breathes in the King James Version.” 


The old Version has been that of 
the English-speaking world for three 
hundred years. It is still the Version 
most used by the common people in 
spite of over-emphasized “archaisms” 
and the fact that we have been provided 
with a total of fifty new Versions in 
the last half century. Dr. Philip Schaff 
thought that the King James Version 
would quietly disappear after the re- 
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vision of 1881. He was wrong. The 
earlier revisions sell now only in drib- 
lets. 


This acceptance of the Revised Stand- 
ard Version of the New Testament by 
the American Bible Society will pre- 
sumably pave the way for acceptance 
of the Revised Standard Bible. One 
wonders if an heretical Old Testament 
is to ride into the salesroom of the Bi- 
ble Society on the shoulders of a New 
Testament with Unitarian orientation. 


Constitutionally every subscriber of 
five dollars annually is a member of the 
Bible Society and entitled to vote in the 
business of the Annual Meeting (Article 
4). Probably very few subscribers know 
this and at the Annual Meeting of 
May 19th, 1951, not more than fifty 
or sixty were present, a mere rump. 


The correct procedure would have 
been to publish in the Bible Society 
Record, a complete statement of the 
proposed amendment and its purpose, 
together with an invitation to all in- 
terested members either to attend or to 
express their opinion by letter. Such 
a statement should have gone also to 
the great Christian public for reprint- 
ing in church organs and considera- 
tion by all contributors. And a period 
of from six months to a year should 
have elapsed before taking final action. 


What should donors do? Certainly 
not boycott the Society. It is doing too 
great a work for the churches and one 
which could not readily be duplicated 
by any improvisation. But the right of 
petition remains and should be exer- 
cised for the rescinding of the amend- 
ment adopted at the last Annual Meet- 
ing; also for the removal from office 
of those whose beliefs are not consonant 
with evangelical Christianity. That fail- 
ing, evangelicals should still continue 
to contribute to the distribution of the 


Authorized Version, so specifying in 
their donations. But when it comes to 
wills and bequests, they should watch 
their steps. One would suggest gifts for 
current and immediate use only; noth. 
ing to trust funds and investments un- 
der the present amended Constitution. 


The past has been full of warnings 
— Andover Seminary wrecked and its 
noble library turned over to Unitarian 
Harvard; Oberlin College of Asa Ma- 
han and Charles G. Finney lost to 
the evangelical faith; eight millions in- 
vested in Northfield in the hands of the 
Philistines and the Northfield Confer. 
ences closed out; Princeton Seminary 
drifting from its moorings; Union, 
Rochester, Crozer gone over to the 
enemy; the Y.M.C.A. and Y.W.C.A. 


practically secularized. 


It is like the plain of Dura in Dan 
iel’s day. But whose gold has gone into 
the casting of this great Modernist 
image? 
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ESTORE UNTO ME the joy of thy 
salvation; and uphold me with thy 
free spirit.” Psalm 51:12. 


The experience of David, described 
in this Psalm, is that of a believer out 
of fellowship with God. But it clearly 
points the way back to communion and 
service. 


The man who here pleads for restora- 
tion, is none other than a King. He is 
the political, spiritual and musical lead- 
er of his nation. He has stood true to 
God, in times past, when others failed. 
Now he is wrapped in gloom. The joy 
of his salvation is gone. 


Consider the situation. 


Called of God to be a King. Anointed 
by Samuel. Given a throne. Made the 
recipient of divine revelation. Writer 
of some of the choicest gems of spiritual 
truth ever penned. 


Now the word Icabod (the glory 
hath departed) is written over his head. 
This is always the case when the joy of 
salvation is gone. 


A GREAT LOSS 


Answer me truly: Are you, right now, 
experiencing the joy of salvation? Or! 
Is your joy gone? Have you, as a be- 
liever, suffered this great loss? 


Joy is as natural to a healthy Chris- 
tian, as song to a bird, as play to a 
child, as inspiration to an artist, as 
music to a musician, as the blushing 
rose on the cheek of a girl. 
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Do you have it? Or! Is your soul 
suffering from dire want? 


William E. Cowper was converted 
while in the asylum of St. Albans. It 
was like this: 


He was given a Bible while still a bit 
demented. He began to read and became 
fond of the message that it contained. 
One day he was converted by reading 
Romans 3:25, 26, which says: “Whom 
God hath set forth to be a propitiation 
through faith in his blood, to declare his 
righteousness for the remission of sins 
that are past, through the forbearance 
of God; To declare, I say, at this time 
his righteousness: that he might be just, 
and the justifier of him which believeth 
in Jezus.” 

The Holy Spirit used this rather ab- 
stract passage to quicken his mind and 
heart. He later revealed the secret of the 
experience and said: “The Spirit 
breathed upon the Word and brought 
the truth to sight.” 


This is the only way to truly under- 
stand God’s Word. This is the secret of 
all genuine conversions. Cowper was 
soon released from the asylum and be- 
came the happy and efficient co-worker 
of John Newton, one of England’s great 
evangelists. 


We still sing Cowper’s hymns and 
Gospel songs. He wrote some of the 
grandest musical numbers ever pro- 
duced in the history of the Church. 
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However, in after years, something oc- 
curred in his life that cost him the 
joy that he had previously known. Out 
of a sad and lonly heart, he wrote: 


My former hopes are gone, 
My terror now begins; 
| feel alas, that | am dead, 
In trespasses and sins. 


Are your “former hopes gone?” Are 
you enduring the great loss of departed 
joy? Perhaps even now you are sighing: 


Where is the blessedness | knew, 
When first | found the Lord? 
Where is the soul’s refreshing view, 
Of Jesus and His love? 

What peaceful hours | then enjoyed, 
How sweet their memory still; 

But they have left an aching void, 
This world can never fill. 


It is good if the “aching void” exists, 
for therein lies your hope of restora- 
tion. If the things of the world could 
satisfy this craving of the human spirit, 
you would be doomed. But inasmuch as 
the world has nothing to offer, you will 
return to your “first love.” God alone 
can satisfy the aching void! 


The writer of the book of Hebrews 
uses a significant word to admonish 
Christians regarding practices that 
might war against spiritual experience. 
We read: “Therefore we ought to give 
the more earnest heed to the things 
which we have heard, lest at any time 
we should let them slip.” 


The comment in the margin of your 
B'ble reads: “Slip away from them.” 

Truta never slips. It does not slip 
away from us. We may, however, slip 
away from truth. You are a free moral 
agent. You can do about as you please. 
If it pleases you to forsake spiritual 
levels, you have it in your power to sink 
into quagmires of materialism. 


The Greek word translated “slip” is 
pararrhueo and means “carelessly 
pass.” This passage in Hebrews there- 
fore contains a solemn warning against 
carelessness in spiritual matters. 


Will you permit me to search you? 
In doing so, I mean to be helpful. We 
are considering a passage of Scripture 
that demands practical application in 
our spiritual lives. It will help stir us 
to our senses. 
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HAVE YOU SLIPPED AWAY 
FROM THE BOOK? 


When Hudson Taylor was in this 
country, someone asked him to disclose 
the secret of his great power. 


He explained, upon first arriving in 
China, the interest in missionary work 
was such that people constantly throng- 
ed him on all sides. His external duties 
were so great ... and his time so con- 
sumed by teaching and other religious 
activities, that intimate fellowship with 


God and His Word was broken. 


Thereupon, he started rising at four 
o'clock every morning for study, prayer 
and meditation. This became a fixed 
habit in his life. 


It may seem strange to some, but 
Preachers, Evangelists, Missionaries 
and other Christian workers know tat 
communion can be broken by allowing 
themselves to become surfeited with 
even religious work. They need time. 
quiet hours for prayer and retrospec- 
tion, to replenish their spiritual sup- 
plies. 


Fellowship with God through medi- 
tation and Bible study are sources of 
the Christian’s power. If you withdraw 
from the Word, the joy of spiritual ex- 
perience will slip away. 


HAVE YOU SLIPPED AWAY 
FROM PRAYER ? 


Dr. George W. Truett told of a fu. 
neral he was asked to conduct. A siv- 
teen-year-old girl had died. Seeking in- 
formation that would help him in the 
ministry of comfort, the mother an- 
swered his inquiry by saying: 


“Dr. Truett, she was our only child.” 


“Yes, but you sorrow not as the 
others, who have no hope.” 


The woman sobbed convulsively: 
“This is just the trouble, Dr. Truett. 
We have no such hope. She was. as far 








as we know, unsaved. While it is true 
that her father and I were both Church | 
members even before she was born. our | 
darling girl never heard either of us | 
pray. We do not have a Christian home. | 
Oh! Dr. Truett, we feel so terrible. It’s | 
our fault that she was never converted.” | 


The mother became hysterical, crush- 
ed by the thought of a soul from their | 
own fireside, being lost. Who can fath- | 
om the depths of such remorse? | 


They were professed Christian par- 
ents but had no time for either family 
prayer or Church attendance. Sunday 
School training for the child had been 
neglected. 


Have you, perchance, slipped away 
from prayer? 


HAVE YOU SLIPPED AWAY 
FROM YOUR WALK? 


Christians are expected to walk up- 
rightly. Their light should shine bright- 
ly. They travel a path that is straight 
and narrow. Once you could sing: 


All for Jesus, all for Jesus, 

All my being’s ransomed powers, 
All my thoughts, words and doings, 
All my days and all my hours. 


Do your “ransomed powers” belong 
to Him now? Are you walking on the 
King’s highway? Have you enjoyed a 
closer, sweeter walk with the Savior in 
the past, than now? You used to sing: 


Take my silver and my gold, 
Not a mite would | withhold. 


Is this still true? Do these words ex- 
press the deepest sentiments of your 
soul today? Are your possessions at 
His disposal? You once sang: 


Jesus is all the world to me, 
| want no better friend. 


Does He remain your dearest Friend? 
Has something come between you and 
your Lord? Has Satan used the things 
of this world to destroy a loving friend- 
ship? Do you now maintain only a half- 
hearted attitude toward Christ? In the 
past, you proudly sang: 


He walks with me, 
And He talks with me, 
And He tells me, 

| am His own. 


Are you still walking with Him? Are 
you living a separated life? Does sweet 
communion exist between you and 
Him? In Genesis 5:24, we read _ that, 
“Enoch walked with God: and he was 
not; for God took him.” 


Enoch walked so far. The sights were 
so beautiful. The atmosphere was so ex- 
hilarating. The music was so sweet. God 
was so near. Enoch’s heart was so light 
... that God hugged him, and I imagine, 
said: “My child you need not go back 
home on earth tonight, unless you insist. 
I will be glad to have you come home 
with me.” 
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And Enoch was not, for God took 
him. Hebrews 11:5 says: “By faith 
Enoch was translated . . . Before his 
translation he had this testimony, that 


he pleased God.” 


Have you this testimony? If so, your 
hope of heaven is secure. Someone has 
said that “Heaven is located at the end 
of a Christian’s walk.” 


WHY HAVE YOU SLIPPED AWAY ? 


Now, I come to the very simple, but 
all-important question of the Sermon: 
Why have you slipped away? 

(1) Was it because of sensual plea- 
sure? 

If so, I wish to ask that you carefully 
weigh two revealing passages of Scrip- 
ture. 


First: “The pleasures of sin for a 
season.” Hebrews 11:25. 
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Second: “Lovers of pleasures more 
than lovers of God.” II Timothy 3:4. 


David committed a heinous sin. | 
think he must have groaned while ut- 
tering the words of our text: “Restore 
unto me the joy of thy salvation.” 


At first, he thought no one knew. But 
God knew! Nathan the prophet was sent 
to reprove him. He told David the story 
of his sin, in the parable of the ewe 
lamb, The King was stirred because he 
still had a sense of honor and justice. 
He declared that a man who would do 
such a thing should be put to death. 


Then Nathan looked him squarely in 
the eye and said: “Thou art the man.” 


What a thrust! How sharp the arrow 
required to pierce the conscience of a 
King! David’s heart grew faint. A King, 
a prophet and a backslider ... poor, 
miserable and wretched. 


Listen to his 


ery: “Hide thy face 

from my sins.” 
His repentance: “This poor man 
cried, and the Lord heard him, and 


saved him out of all his troubles.” 


His plea: “Create in me a clean heart, 
O God; and renew a right spirit within 
” 
me. 


His testimony: “As far as the east is 
from the west, so far hath he removed 
our transgressions from us.” 


WHAT MUST BE DONE ? 


First, there must be a sincere con- 
fession. David met this requirement. 
His sorrow, remorse and penitent atti- 
tude is indicated by these words from 
Psalm 51: “Have mercy upon me, O 
God, according to thy loving kindness

sions: and my sin is ever before me.” | 
To Nathan he said: “I have sinned.” | 
And as soon as the confession was com- | 
plete, Nathan replied: “The Lord hath | 
put away thy sin.”

I was holding a revival in a Pen- 
sylvania city, when a man in great 
trouble came to see me. He said: “I 
am an officer in the Church. My wife 
and two daughters are also members 
and attend regularly. But I am un- 
happy: I think I shall lose my mind 
unless I find peace.” 


I inquired as to the cause of his agita- 
tion. He answered: “I am a thief.” Then 
he related a sordid story of a secret sin. 
I could tell, however, that my visitor 
was a man of unquestioned sincerity.

I told him there was no way to peace 
except by the way of confession. He 
said: “If known, it will disgrace my 
family.

The man 
rose from his knees with the firm re- 
solve to make, at once, a clear-cut con- 
fession. Things began to happen at 
lightning speed. First, he told his wife.

The atmosphere was cleared 
in an incredibly short time. 


I saw him come into the service a 
few evenings later. He took a seat near 
the front. There was a shine on his face 
that reflected inward peace. The clouds 
had lifted.

David points the way for all who 
have been ensnared by the tempter: 
“Purge me with hyssop, and I shall be 
clean: wash me, and I shall be whiter 
than snow.” 


“If we confess our sins, he is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness. 
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FOUR STEPS TO RESTORATION 


Learn to deal with God in finality. 
Withhold nothing. Deal fairly, frankly, 
freely, fully with Him. There will then 
be a refilling of the Holy Spirit.

A few verses earlier in the passage 
we find the plea: “Take not thy holy 
spirit from me.” 


There is every indication that David 
returned to his former consecration. 
The joy of the Lord again flooded his 
soul. Such an attitude of self-abnegation 
will make it possible for you to sing: 


Take the world but give me Jesus, 
All its joys are but a name. 


When you again say, “My all is on 
the altar,” the fire will fall and con- 
sume the dross! The Holy Spirit will 
give you peace. Communion will be re- 
stored. You will soon be singing:

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A Gospel Anchor In Southern Puerto Rico 








UAYAMA is the name of a pic- 

turesque little city on the south side 
of the Island of Puerto Rico. To the 
tourist, it is a pleasant place to visit, 
near the whitewashed beaches of the 
beautiful Carribean. 


A precipitous mountain range rises 
in the background, causing one to think 
of terraces that might have been built 
for some mythological giant to climb. 
The streets of the city are graced by 
arching palms, whose sleek forms as- 
cend from soil covered by a thousand 
different kinds of flowers. The climate 
is perpetually spring. 

Guayama holds special interest for 
friends of Defender missionary work, 
because it was the first community in 
the West Indies, entered by the organi- 
zation, 22 years ago. 

The first Defender Church of Puerto 
Rico, established there, symbolizes the 
indigenous process by which more than 














200 worship centers have since been 
organized reaching like a chain, 
the full width and breadth of the Is- 
land. 


For more than 19 years, the Guayama 
congregation worshipped in a_ small 
rented building, in dire need of a 
larger and better’ locatior. Meanwhile, 
a number of missionary outposts were 
organized in the interior, along the 
coast and back in the mountains. 


Dr. J. R. Ubarri, a native Puerto 
Rican, is pastor of this congregation. 
He is also director of the Southern 
District of the Defenders missionary 
ministry in Puerto Rico. His responsi- 
bilities are great. By the grace of God 
he is upholding the best traditions of 
the Movement and winning souls to 
Christ in substantial numbers. 


The organization gradually created 
a strong anchor for the Cause of Christ 
in the Guayama area. This fact under- 
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Pastor and Mrs. Jose Ubarri ... in Front of the 
Defender Church of Guayama, Puerto Rico 
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scored the necessity of a permanent 
building, large enough to accommodate 
the crowds of native converts and to sug- 
gest Gospel stability in the community. 


Finally an excellent property be- 
came available, a few blocks from the 
city’s central plaza, consisting of two 
buildings formerly used as a_ school 
and residence. Arrangements were made 
to purchase this property on a payment 
plan and no time was lost in putting it 
into shape for worship purposes. 


It was a great day for the cause of 
foreign missions in that part of the 
world when this building was dedicated, 
as the central hub of a far-reaching pro- 
gram of missionary and evangelistic 
effort. 


A fair price and reasonable terms 
made the purchase possible. The chal- 
lenge was presented to Defender readers 
in the United States and the response 

was most encouraging. A down 
payment was arranged. The first 
annual payment was made ac- 
cording to schedule ... and the 
second will come due about the 
time this issue of The Defender 
is delivered. 


A special “Guayama Building 
Fund” was opened at the Wichita 
bank into which all contributions 
designated for this purpose have 
been deposited. Additional offer- 
ings are needed at this time to 
help meet the pending payment. 


The new building has provided 
an incentive to native Christian 
converts, toward winning others, 
both in Guayama and the outlying 
districts. The entire region is 
feeling the spiritual impact of 
the effort. 


Defender friends who make 
southern Puerto Rico a repository 
for “treasures laid up in heaven,” 
will be repaid in the joy of know- 
ing that they are helping deliver 
precious souls from moral and 
spiritual darkness.

OLLECTIVELY, the persons shown 
above, are known as Jets.

The term “Jet” originates from the 
first three letters of the words, Jamaica 
Evangelistic Team. These men travel on 
bicycles and by use of two second-hand 
automobiles, through the interior of Ja- 
maica ... witnessing for Christ, distri- 
buting literature, pressing the claims of 
salvation. 

It happens that several missionary or- 
ganizations, entering Jamaica, have es- 
tablished headquarters and concentrat- 
ed their efforts upon the capital city of 
Kingston and a few other comparative- 
ly large communities. 


There is a crying need for the Gospel 
in the interior where natives live, often 
under almost unbelievable conditions. 
The following letter from Dr. Turnbull 
illustrates this fact: 


“An hour ago, I returned from a visit 
to a little house of one room, a home 
for 16 people. Twelve were present. I 
had the joy of leading two of the older 
girls to the Saviour. All the adults had 
been converted. One of them, Leslie, 
was the last person to join our Gospel 
Team of Jets.” 


There are 14 parishes (or states) in 
Jamaica, and Dr. and Mrs. Turnbull ex- 
pect to cover them all. This will be a 
herculean task. Their program is a Cru- 
sade of Evangelism ... leaving to other 
missionary societies the task of church 
organization in areas where they blaze

new trails. In this, they are cooperating 
with various denominational groups. 


By actual count, the first tour netted 
2580 conversions, the distribution of 
22,000 salvation tracts and 10,000 cop- 
ies of John’s Gospel. 


When the Turnbulls found it neces- 
sary, a short time ago, to pull away 
from the field and visit the United Stat- 
es to arrange additional financial sup- 
port, the Team continued just the same. 
The Captain sent Dr. Turnbull regular 
reports, including a record indicating 
the number of professions of faith. 


Dr. Turnbull, a veteran of many 
years missionary service in the Near 
East, the Far East, Haiti and_ other 
fields says: “This is the biggest project 
into which the Lord ever led me. An 
opportunity exists here that baffles all 
the descriptive powers I possess. ‘The 
harvest truly is plenteous, but the labor- 





ers are few.’ Many here are hoping and 
praying that the Missionary Depart- 
ment of the Defenders organization will 
see its way clear to ‘come over into Mac- 
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edonia and help us’. 

Too much missionary effort has be- 
come stereotype and mechanical, con- 
fined to beaten paths and characterized 
by outworn methods. A premium should 
therefore be placed upon originality of 
thought and programming. This fact 
will enhance in the thinking of many 
Christian people, the new project 
launched in Jamaica. Methods develop- 
ed there will no doubt be transplanted 
to other parts of the world ... and in 
this respect, Dr. Turnbull may be cred- 
ited with doing laboratory work.

WE HAVE before us a new reprint 
of an old, remarkable volume 
which was for years out of existence 
. available only in second-hand con- 
dition at prohibitive prices. The present 
resurgence of critical attacks on the 
Bible serve to create a greater need 
for this monumental work than any 
time since it was written. 


Rev. Guy N. Woods, the well known 
evangelist, says: “It is, and will remain, 
the most scholarly, exhaustive, and use- 
ful work on the subject.” 


Dr. Wilbur M. Smith, editor of 
Peloubet’s Notes, says: “It should be 
in every minister’s library. It is unsur- 
passed.”

“This book is indeed a valuable tool 
for confirming faith in the trustworthi- 
ness of the Scriptures.” 


The Author was serving a command- 
ing pulpit many years ago, when a pam- 
phlet bearing the title “Self-contradic- 
tions of the Bible” began to be circu- 
lated in his community.

The following clear-cut statement of 
purpose appears in the Preface: 


“Some persons may, perchance, ques- 
tion the wisdom of publishing a work 
in which the difficulties of Scripture 
are brought together and set forth so 
plainly. They may think it better to 
suppress, as far as may be, the know- 
ledge of these things. 


“The author does not sympathize 
with any such timid policy. He counts 
it the duty of the Christian scholar to 
look difficulties and objections squarely 
in the face. Nothing is to be gained by 
overlooking, evading, or shrinking 
from them. 


“Truth has no ¢ause to fear scrutiny, 
however rigid and searching. Besides, 
the enemies of the Bible will not be 
silent, even if its friends should hold 
their peace.” 


Mr. Haley studied everything he 
could find written in English, German 
and French, featuring alleged contra- 
dictions and discrepancies of Scripture 

. after which he began composing 
his answers. It is to be questioned if 
anything more complete and convincing 
will ever be written on the subject.

THE AUTHOR rises to object to much 

that is taught in the American 
public school system, captioned psy- 
chology. The Country is being attacked 
by atheistic philosophies, through tax- 
supported institutions of learning. 
These pages lift the lid on a putrified 
area of modern education and suggests 
a plan of action for straight-thinking 
Americans. 


A vast amount of research is re 


flected in these pages. They establish 
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the fact that a powerful “intellectual 
cult” has been organized, answerable to 
no one, and claims for itself unique 
and absolute powers. 


When its right to dominate the minds 
of our youth is questioned, it retreats 
to a carefully prepared line of defense 
by raising the cry of “academic free- 
dom.” Mr. Douma regards this as a pre- 
text, a cloak for crime and disposes of 
it by the following blast of logic: 


The theory of ‘academic freedom’ 
as a basis for teaching classroom athe- 
ism is quite indefensible. Teachers have 
the same fundamental rights as other 
people. They have the right to write 
what they wish, and to hire a hall and 
say what they please. 


“The public school classroom, how- 
ever, ‘is not a hall in which to exploit a 
teacher’s religious or political theories.’ 
The students, the parents, the com- 
munity, all have rights there.” 


A widely-read article by John T. 
Flynn entitled, “Who Owns Your 
Child’s Mind,” was recently published. 
Mr. Flynn objects to left-wing ideolo- 
gies, socialism and communism being 
taught at taxpayer’s expense. Mr. 
Douma objects to anti-God doctrines, 
palmed off as mpdern psychology, 
which purport to reduce the human 
family to a jungle of evolving animals 
with all sense of moral values de- 
stroyed. 


Objectional teachings are quoted, an- 
alyzed and classified for the reader’s 
consideration. Textbooks are consulted 
and their authors exposed. To all prac- 
tical purposes, psychology as now 
taught, constitutes a religion. The fact 
that no God is presented and no prayers 
are said does not alter the situation. 


Mr. Douma makes this observation: 
“So far as we know, modern psy- 
chology has never been classed as a 
religion. Yet in its essence and results 
it is equivalent to the most dogmatic 
and egotistical sectarianism that has 
ever made its appearance on American 
soil.” 


The basic tenets of materalistic psy- 
chology are shown to be false. It rec- 
kons from a false premise. An enemy 
has sown tares in our educational in- 
stitutions while good people slept. And 
Mr. Douma says, Wake Up!

EYEWITNESSES OF CHRIST'S 
GLORY 


Matthew, Chapter 17 











EMORY TEXT: “This is my be- 
loved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased; hear ye him.” Matthew 17:5. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “TRANSFIGURED.” 


Last Sunday’s Lesson described 
Christ and the disciples in private ses- 
sion at Caesarea Philippi. His closing 
statement at that period of sacred in- 
struction had been, “There be some 
standing here, which shall not taste 
death, till they see the Son of man com- 
ing in his kingdom.” 


The transfiguration demonstration 
took place a few days later ... during 
which, some present at the earlier tryst, 
witnessed a preview of the glory that 
will characterize the inauguration of 
His future kingdom. (See Matthew 
24:27) 

A wealth of beautiful meaning couch- 
es in the uncommon word “transfigura- 
tion.” It represents a Greek verb from 
which our term “metamorphosis” de- 
rives. The emergence of a_ beautiful 
butterfly from its cocoon is part of a 
process often called “metamorphosis.” 
Jesus changed from an appearance sim- 
ilar to that of an ordinary man, into a 
Figure of effulgent beauty. 


It is a comforting thought that His 
followers will, at a future time, “be like 
him; for we shall see him as he is.” I 
John 3:2. Children of God will some day 
display the splendor which encompassed 
our Lord on the Mount. 


The location of the demonstration is 
merely given as a high mountain, tra- 
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ditionally thought to have been Mount 
Tabor; but as Jesus was at this time so- 
journing in the neighborhood of Cae- 
sarea Philippi, it was probably one of 
the ridges of Hermon. 


Luke says that the change in Christ’s 
appearance took place while He was 
praying. Luke 9:29. The Jamieson, 
Fausset & Brown Commentary re- 
marks: “Oft times in the deepest depths, 
out of groanings which cannot be utter- 
ed, God’s dear children are suddenly 
transported to a kind of heaven on 
earth.” 


The light shone not upon Him from 
without, but out of Him from within. 
He was irradiated in a blaze of celestial 
glory. His human form was transcend- 
ant and luminous ... in distinct con- 
trast to another phase of His life on 
earth when the “visage was so marred 
more than any man, and his form more 
than the sons of men.” Isaiah 52:14. 


At Calvary He was offered for the 
sins of the world. At Hermon He was 
the pattern for those who overcome the 
world. Disciples present for the latter 
event, were treated to a foretaste of 
heaven. 


The disciples seem to have been in 
slumber when the divine radiance be- 
gan to shine forth. Upon awakening, 
they were filled with wonder and fear, 
beholding also two men, Moses and 
Elias, in glory, conversing with Him. 
Luke says that the conversation related 
to His coming death. 


Peter, recovering himself in the rap- 
ture of the moment, suggested that three 
tents be pitched to make permanent the 
fellowship of such glorious company. 
He had scarcely given expression to 
his thought when the party became en- 
veloped in a bright cloud, out of which 
came the same voice (and practically 
the same words) heard at the baptism: 
“This is my beloved Son, hear ye him.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MATTHEW 
17:8. 


“And when they had lifted up their 
eyes, they saw no man, save Jesus only.” 


Three disciples were permitted to as- 
cend the lofty mountain with Christ - - 
Peter, James and John. They had been 
partners in secular pursuits, the fishing 
business, before entering full time serv- 
ice with the Master. They were sole wit- 
nesses of the resurrection of Jairus’ 
daughter (Mark 5:37) and the agony 


nile. 





and transfiguration in the Garden (Mat- 
thew 26:37). They were destined to be- 
come outstanding leaders in the 


Church. 


When the three looked up, they saw 
that the scene had changed. Moses and 
Elijah had departed. “They saw no 


man, save Jesus only.” 


Others fade into obscurity in the 
presence of the glorified Son of God. 
We, like the disciples, should see no one 
but Jesus. 


When Leonardo. da Vinci had com- 
pleted his celebrated picture of the Last 
Supper, he invited a friend to view the 
work privately and offer criticism. “Ex- 
quisite!” exclaimed his friend. “That 
wine-cup seems to stand out from the 
table as solid glittering silver.” 


The artist quickly took a brush and 
blotted out the cup. “I meant,” said he, 
“that the figure of Christ should first 
and mainly attract the observer’s eye, 
and whatever diverts attention from 
Him must be removed.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: SUPERNA- 
TURAL EXPERIENCE CONFIRMS 
FAITH. 


The spiritual experience on Mount 
Hermon confirmed the faith of the dis- 
ciples, gave courage and rendered them 
oblivious to persecution in later years. 
Having seen with their own eyes and 
heard with their own ears, they knew 
that they were right! 

Three decades later, facing martyr- 
dom, found Peter writing: “We were 
eyewitnesses of his majesty when 
there came such a voice to him from the 
excellent glory, This is my beloved Son, 
in whom I am well pleased. And this 
voice which came from heaven we 
heard, when we were with him in the 
holy mount” (II Peter 1:16-18). 

It is the same with us. A vital exper- 
ience with Christ today, fortifies God’s 
child for the pressing problems of to- 
morrow. 
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LESSON NUMBER TWO 





January 25, 1953 
CHRISTIAN HUMILITY 
Matthew, Chapter 18 











EMORY TEXT: “Verily I say unto 
you, Except ye be converted, and 
become as little children, ye shall not 
enter into the kingdom of heaven.” 


Matthew 18:3. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “CHILD.” 


The Transfiguration, discussed in last 
Sunday’s lesson, had a revolutionary 
effect upon the thinking of the disciples. 
It impregnated their brains with 
thoughts that had never before entered 
the mind of man. The event was inti- 
mately associated with the establishment 
of his future kingdom. (See Matthew 
16:28). . 


With limited perspective, circum- 
scribed by material considerations, the 
disciples began thinking about positions 
of preferment and leadership, when the 
kingdom program would be inaugu- 
rated. Each hoped for a position of 
authority above others. This was a 
selfish attitude, but understandable, 
considering the lines on which human 
nature is constructed. 


The fact that only three disciples 
were permitted to climb high enough 
on the mountain to view the Transfigu- 
ration scene (Peter, James and John), 
probably contributed to the contention. 
Jealousy no doubt asserted itself. The 
problem was sufficiently important to 
justify the Saviour taking a firm hand. 


A change would have to take place 
in their attitude and conduct if they 
even hoped to “enter the kingdom of 
heaven” — much less become leaders! 


“Devoted as these disciples were, they 
could not seem to get away from the 
thought that the kingdom was to be 
a place and a time for the flesh to 
assert itself, although the Lord had re- 
buked them for this on former occa- 
sions.” Dr. H. A. Ironside. 


“And Jesus called a little child.” Set- 
ting the darling in the midst of the 
group, the Master said solemnly: “Ex- 
cept ye be converted, and become as 
little children, ye shall not enter into 
the kingdom of heaven.” 


In other words, the true subjects of 
the kingdom are the meek and lowly. 
The humble are truly great, proving 
themselves followers of the One who 
left the ivory palaces, stooped to human 








levels and while here, was willing to 
wash the feet of fishermen. 


“Conversion must be thorough. Not 
only must the heart be turned to God 
in general, and from earthly to heaven- 
ly things - - but in particular, except ye 
be converted from that carnal ambition 
which still rankles within you, into that 
freedom from all such feelings which 
ye see in this child, ye have neither part 
nor lot in the kingdom at all.” Jamie- 
son, Faucett & Brown Commentary. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MATTHEW 
18:11. 


“For the Son of man is come to save 
that which was lost.” 


Jesus identifies Himself with all who 
trust Him. This includes little ones, 
clothed with innocence, in whom no 
sinful rebellion has developed. He is, 
of course, also the Saviour of thos e 
who, because of wasted years in sin and 
debauchery, realize their need of for- 
giveness and cleansing. 


When speaking of adults in Luke 
19:10 Jesus said: “The Son of Man is 
come to seek and to save that which was 
lost.” But in the above Key Verse, re- 
ferring to children, the word “seek” is 
omitted. While members of a lost race, 
children have not wandered wilfully in- 
to paths of sin; so they do not need to 
be sought. 


Verse 14 leaves no doubt about those 
under the years of accountability being 
saved through the work of Christ. It is 
not the Father’s will that they perish. 
Inasmuch as their wills are not set 
against the will of God, they are natur- 
al recipients of sovereign grace. 


But others must be sought, pursued 
and brought into the fold. The parable 
of the Lost Sheep and Seeking Saviour 
therefore follows. Matthew 18:11-13. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: TODAY’S LES- 
SON CONTAINS RULES GOVERN- 
ING SOCIAL RELATIONSHIPS BE- 
TWEEN BELIEVERS. 


The lesson of two weeks ago men- 
tioned Peter’s confession regarding 
Christ’s deity, and contained our Lord’s 
first mention of the Church that He 
would build. Today’s lesson gives in- 
struction concerning discipline and 
godly order, rules and _ regulations 
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to be observed, inside the anticipated 
organization. 


While the Church would be one body 
throughougt the world, local units or 
assemblies could be expected to rise. 
A code would therefore be needed to 
produce unity, encourage harmony and 
meet contingencies. But every asssmbly 
was to enjoy the assurance that “where 
two or three are gathered together in 
my name, there am I in the midst of 
them.” 


The binding and loosing of verse 18 
has to do with Church discipline. This is 
illustrated in the Corinthian Epistles. 


Paul instructed the congregation to 
exclude a certain wicked man in I Cor- 
inthians, chapter 5, thus binding his 
sin upon him until he should repent. 
When, in II Corinthians 2:5-11, the 
Apostle ordered this man forgiven, fol- 
lowing repentance, he was loosing him. 


A large part of the chapter, com- 
prising today’s lesson, deals with dif- 
ferent phases of forgiveness. Christ’s 
followers are to maintain an attitude 
of forgiveness, at all times, toward 
all men. Much of the chastening that 
Christians undergo, can be traced to 
their hard and oftentimes relentless 
attitude toward those who have offended 
them. 


The ideal is both horizontal and ver- 
tical. Horizontally, we forgive others. 
Vertically, God forgives us. 


LESSON NUMBER THREE 





February 1, 1953 


MATERIAL AND SPIRITUAL 
VALUES CONTRASTED 


Matthew, Chapter 19 











EMORY TEXT: “Take heed, and 
beware of covetousness: for a 
man’s life consisteth not in the abund- 
ance of things which he _possesseth.” 


Luke 12:15. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “SAYINGS.” 


Three incidents in our Lord’s minis- 
try await consideration: (1) A visit by 
certain Pharisees, engaged in an en- 
trapment scheme, which developed into 
a session of teaching by Christ on di- 
vorce, (2) A beautiful portrayal of the 
Master blessing little children and (3) 
The appearance of the rich young ruler. 


The “sayings” or teachings, which 
these incidents produced, are among 
the finest and most important  utter- 
ances to fall from the lips of the Christ 
during the days of His flesh. 














Pharisees were shrewd interrogators. 
They prepared trick questions in ad- 
vance, designed to confuse and embar- 
rass Christ before the people. But He 
always succeeded in turning their at- 
tacks to an advantage. (Psalm 76:10) 


His enemies used the clever device 
of carrying the discussion into the deli- 
cate field of domestic relations. “Is it 
lawful for a man to put away his wife 
for every cause?” 


The teaching of the Talmudic rabbis 
had grown hopelessly lax in those days. 
Separation was allowed on the slight- 
est pretext. Jesus referred them to Gen- 
esis 2:24 as the ideal — one man for 
one woman ... a relationship so sacred 
as to be comparable to the mystical 
union which exists between Christ and 


His Church. (See Ephesians 5:31-32) 


To justify their liberal interpretation 
of the marriage relationship, and to 
gratify the sinful desires of those pres- 
ent who abhorred restraint, the ques- 
tioners asked: “Why did Moses then 
command to give a writing of divorce- 
ment?” Jesus explained that this was 
an expedient (not an ideal), made 
necessary because of the callousness of 
human hearts. 


Christ’s teaching, and the true _atti- 
tude of the Church, has always made 
for strengthening, rather than loosen- 
ing, marriage ties. 


The scene that followed, of parents 
bringing their children to the Master 
for blessing, betokened the kind of 
normal family life which He_approved 
in His conflict with the Pharisees. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MATTHEW 
19:22. 


“But when the young man_ heard 
that saying, he went away sorrowful: 
for he had great possessions.” 


The phrase “rich young ruler” en- 
compasses all the descriptive material 
extant concerning this extraordinary 
person. Matthew, Mark and Luke speak 
of his wealth. Only Matthew discloses 
his youth. Luke alone states that he was 
a ruler. 


The young man was troubled. He 
wished to know life at its highest level 





.. eternal life. Where did he get this 

concept? Not from the materialistic, 
shortsighted dissertations of the rabbis. 
Jesus was responsible for introducing 
this religious strain of thought. The 
supplicant must have been, at a previous 
time, influenced by our Lord’s minis- 
try. 


“Good Master, what good thing shall 
I do, that I may have eternal life?” 
The Saviour’s reply must have had a 
startling effect. “Why callest thou me 
good? there is none good but one, that 
is, God.” 


The thought which Christ intended 
to convey was this: “Why do you call 
me good, since no one is good but 
God — unless you mean to convey that 
I am God.” Dr. G. Campbell Morgan 
says: “He meant either I am not good, 
or, I am God.” 


A colloquy ensued which left the 
young man upset and disheartened. “He 
went away sorrowful: for he had great 
possessions.” Matthew 19:22. 


Mark records a precious side light to 
the interview. “Jesus beholding him 
loved him.” Dr. David Brown, eminent 
Scottish preacher, said: “His sincerity, 
frankness, and nearness to the kingdom 
of God, in themselves most winning 
qualities, won our Lord’s regard, even 
though the young man turned his back 
upon Him — a lesson to those who can 
see nothing lovable except in the re- 
generate.” 


Jesus, knowing that riches had an- 
chored his soul on material levels, as- 
serted: “If thou wilt be perfect, go and 
sell that thou hast, and give to the 
poor, and thou shalt have treasure 
in heaven: and come and follow me.” 


This was too much for the seeker. 
His countenance fell. With sorrow he 
took leave. 


Riches, acquired honestly, are not 
condemned. It is the love of money, not 
money itself, that is evil. (See I Tim- 
othy 6:10) Money may become a bless- 
ing. (See I Timothy 6:17-19) The curse 
comes when material possessions are 
permitted to take precedence over 
eternal values. “Thou shalt have no 
other gods before me.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CHRIST'S 
TRUE FOLLOWERS ARE ABLE TO 
DISCERN BETWEEN VALUES. 


Today’s lesson offers a study in val- 
ues — a contrast between material pos- 
sessions and eternal riches. The truths 
conveyed are geared to Colossians 3: 
22, “Set your affection on things above, 
not on things on the earth.” 


The rich ruler, and the disciples, 
symbolize two groups of religious peo- 
ple that have always existed. Many 
make a profession, but like the young 
man of wealth, remain surfeited by 
what the world has to offer. Their relli- 
gion is something on the surface. Oth- 
ers, like the members of the apostolic 
band, put Christ first and dedicate 
themselves to Him and Hi: program 
on the earth. 


Those comprising the latter group 
are laying up “treasures in heaven, 
where neither moth nor rust doth cor- 
rupt, and where thieves do not break 
through nor steal. For where your 
treasure is, there your heart will be 
also.” 
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EMORY TEXT: “For by grace are 

ye saved through faith; and that 
not of yourselves: it is the gift of God.” 
Ephesians 2:8. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “HIRE.” 


The parable of the householder and 
his employees in today’s lesson is close- 
ly connected with the story of the rich 
young ruler in the preceding chapter. 
Realizing the implications of the young 
man’s choice of possessions in prefer- 
ence to Christ, the disciples began to re- 
flect upon their own sacrifices. 


This caused them to say: “Behold, we 
have forsaken all, and followed thee; 
what shall we have therefore?” What 
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about compensation, rewards, hire ? 
They received their answer in the par- 
able that is before us. 


The householder necessarily repre- 
sents the Lord Himself. The laborers 
are those who hear His call for service. 
The vineyard is the world. 


“The kingdom of heaven is like.” Je- 
sus was ready to explain how rewards 
would be distributed for services rend- 
ered in his kingdom. 


It was agreed with members of the 
first crew engaged that they should re- 
ceive a penny (a denarius) a day. A de- 
narius was a silver coin, less in size 
than an American quarter, with sufi- 
cient purchasing power to make it a 
customary wage for a day’s work. 


Later in the day, the master made 
four trips to the market place, hiring a 
new crew each time, promising that he 
would pay them what was right. In an- 
swer to his question, those hired at the 
eleventh hour explained _ that they 
would have gladly worked all day, had 
an opportunity presented itself ... had 
someone been willing to hire them earl- 
ier. 


Any consistent interpretation of this 
parable must include the fact that serv- 
ice for the Lord is rewarded according 
to opportunities embraced, not simply 
the period of time devoted or the a- 
mount of work accomplished. 


At the end of the day, all were called 
to receive their wages. To the amaze- 
ment of the entire company, those who 
started to work late received a full day’s 
pay, each crew being paid the same. 


Those who serve Christ faithfully 
may expect pleasant surprises when the 
rewards are distributed. Here is a pic- 
ture of abounding grace, unmerited 
generosity, superlative consideration. 
“He hath not dealt with us after our 
sins; nor rewarded us according to our 
iniquities.” (See Psalms 103:10-13). 


Some who started working earlier in 
the day “murmured,” but after a little 
reflection, certainly every fair-minded 
member of the group came to realize 
that the householder had been eminent- 
ly fair. 


Shall not the Judge of all the earth 
do right?” (Genesis 18:25) “A God of 
truth and without iniquity, just and 
right is he.” (Deuteronomy 32:4) 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MATTHEW 
20:4. 


“Go ye also into the vineyard.” 


Emphasis upon the Go! Christ’s fol- | 


lowers, collectively, are meant to be a 
going concern. There is work for each 





of us to do in the vineyard. The parable 
indicates that we are responsible for ex- 
hausted opportunities, rather than re- 
sults. 


We all have capacities for service. 
The master is seeking workers. The 
Christian is saved by grace — to work. 
Let it be noted that the laborer is re- 
sponsible directly to the householder; 
there is a close and intimate association 
between the two. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: GOD’S 
GRACE MEETS HUMAN NEEDS. 


About the year 1665, John Bunyan 
penned the following personal testi- 
mony, illustrating the sufficiency of 
divine grace. 


“One day, as I was passing into the 
field, troubled that. all was not right 
with God, suddenly this sentence fell 
upon my soul: “Thy righteousness is in 
heaven.’ And me-thought I saw, with 
the eyes of my soul, Jesus Christ at 
God’s right hand. There, I say, was my 
righteousness; so that wherever I was, 
or whatever I was doing, God could 
not say of me that He wanted my right- 
eousness, for that was just before Him. 
“I saw also that it was not my good 
frame of heart that made my righteous- 
ness better, nor yet my bad frame that 
mad? my righteousnes worse, for my 
righteousness was Jesus Christ Himself, 
‘the same yesterday, and today, and for 
ever.” 


“Now my chains fell off indeed. I 
went home rejoicing for the grace and 
love of God. When I arrived home, | 
looked in the Scriptures to see if I 
could find that sentence, ‘Thy righteous- 
ness is in heaven,’ but could not find 
such a saying. Wherefore my heart be- 
gan to sink, but it was brought to my 
remembrance, ‘who of God is made un- 
to us wisdom, and righteousness, and 
santification, and redemption’ (I Corin- 
thians 1:30). By this word I saw the 
other sentence true. 


“Oh! methought, Christ! Christ ! 
There was nothing but Christ that was 
before my eyes. ‘Twas glorious to me 
to see His exaltation, and the worth 
and prevalency of all His benefits. I 
could look from myself to Him and 
reckon that all those graces of God that 
now were real in my daily life were yet 
like fourpence-halfpennies that rich 
men carry in their purses, when their 
gold is in their trunks at home. Oh, I 
saw my gold was in my trunk at home 
—in Christ, my Lord and Saviour. Now 
Christ was all: all my righteousness, 


| all my santification, and all my re- 
| demption.” 


“Not by works of righteousness 
which we have done, but according to 
his mercy he saved us.” (Titus 3:5) 
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“I simply devoured its truths, backed 
by the Word of God.” “Wells of living 
water flowed through me.” “Soul and 
body seem like new.” “Greatly benefit- 
ted physically.” “My eyes are 50 per 
cent better.” “Arthritis has gone.” “Sin- 
usitis is gone.” “High blood pressure.” 
“Gall bladder trouble.” “Ulcers.” “De- 
livered from the smoking habit.” “Gained 
29 pounds.”
